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MORE SPEECHES ON THE APPOR. 
ZTIONMENT BILLS. 

A VOTE TO BE TAKEN TO-DAY—A SOUTH CAR- 

OLINA REPRESENTATIVE WHO WANTS A 


HOUSE OF 600 AND A sENATE oF 3800 
MEMBERS, 


Wasuincton, Feb. 15.—The House made 
ap its mind several days ago to reject the 
method by which the Census Committee had 
made an apportionment, and to recommit the 
ctommittee’s bill, but several members had 
prepared speeches on the subject, and they 
were determined that they should be heard, 
The business of the session had accumulated, 
and important appropriation bills demanded 
consideration. The Apportionment bill blocked 
the way, because these members de- 
tired to rehash, for the edification 
pdf their constituents, the mathematical 
talculations which have become stale. With 
the House ready to vote upon a motion to re- 
commit, to-day’s session was wasted in more 
Bpeeches. An arrangement has been made, 
however, for a vote to-morrow. The first 
ppeaker to-day was Mr. Joyce, of Vermont, 
who defended New-England and advocated a 
bill fixing the number of members at 365, be- 
tause that is the smallest number which will 
preserve to the New-England States their pres- 
pnt number of Representatives. In order to 
make room for this number, he would enlarge 
the chamber so that it might reach the 
outer wall on the south side, and he would 
also substitute benches for the desks now used, 
prohibit the consideration of private bills, and 
abolish the Congressional Record, in order 
that there might be less temptation to indulge 
In speeches, Mr. Hewitt, of New-York, said 
that he would not fear a large House if it were 
on gated organized, but the existing organiza- 
ion seemed to have been made for the pur- 
pose of preventing legislation. 
Interests of the country were suffering 
for want of proper legislation. Hours 
should be fixed for the consideration 
of the great appropriation bills. Private claims 
should be removed to some other tribunal and 
action should be taken in regard two the tariff, 
Mr. Sherwin advocated a house of 825 mem- 
bers. Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, a mem- 
ber of the committee, made a remarkable 
bpeech in favor of a House of 600 members 
anda Senate of 300. He declined to discuss 
the bill of the committee, which he character- 
ized as a belabored bantling, and addressed 
himself to the question as to the total number 
of Representatives which should be determined 
upon. For himself, he was in favor of a 
House of 600. During Gen. Grant’s Adminis- 
tration the House was proportionally smaller 
than it had ever been before, and then was the 
time that Executive authority ran riot, and 
when a lobby dominated legislative authority 
to accumulate public money and property in 
Individual hands. A small Legislature dis- 
graced New-York. Had not Jay Gould said 
almost loudly from the house-tops that he had 
bought the New-York Legislature? Who 
could say the same of the large Legislatures 
of the New-England States? He was in favor 
of making the House of Representatives 
a Gibraltar, impregnable to bribery 
or intimidation. In the course of fur- 
ther remarks Mr. Tillman made some 
pilusion to universal suffrage and 
asserted that universal suffrage led to univer- 
Bal damnation, and, when the laugh which 
this remark gave rise to had subsided, accused 
the Republican Party of agreeing with him, 
citing as a proof the fact that it had abolished 
universal suffrage in the District of Columbia. 
He expressed the wish that the Senate was 
composed of 300 members. That would place 
the body above suspicion. spd nt believed 
that some of the Senators had secured their 
seats by corrupt means, or were employed by 
lobbyists. ‘*I don’t mean that in any of- 
fensive sense,” he explained, as he saw 
Benator Anthony occupying a chair in 
front of him. He continued to argue in favor 
of bringing the Representative nearer to 
his constituents, John Adams had done more 
for civil liberty in America than any other 
man, and he had done it by establishing town- 
ships. He firmly believed that when the future 
historian came to write the decline and down- 
fallof the American Republic he would have to 
record that the lastand most desperate struggle 
for liberty occurred ina New-England town. 
Mr. Cox abandoned his bill for a House of 307 
and favored a House of 319, assigning as one 
reason for this action the fact that in a House 
pf 319 the number of New-York members 
would not be changed. The debate will be 
closed to-morrow.

AMENDING THE SHIPPING LAWS, 

A BILL FOR REGISTERING ALL VESSELS IN 
WASHINGTON—PROTECTION FOR LAKE 
SAILORS. 

Wasainetron, Feb. 15.—Mr. Call has in- 
troduced in the Senate a bill to exempt from 
Inspection and license under the United States 
laws all vessels of less than 25 tons engaged in 
business on the inland waters of the United 
States and not carrying passengers. He has 
also introduced a bill providing that all sea- 
going vessels built or owned in the United 
States and engaged in commerce with foreign 
countries or in domestic commerce shall be 
registered in the District of Columbia, instead 
of in the home ports, as now required by law, 
and that all mortgages, or liens, or bills 
pf sale or conveyances relating to these ves- 
sels, which are required to be recorded or regis- 
tered, shall be recorded in the District of Co- 
jumbia. Such vessels are to be exempt from 
State taxation, and foreign-built ships owned 
in this country shall be entitled to registration 
apon compliance with the conditions now re- 
quired for the registration of vessels built in 
the United States. 

To the House Committee on Commerce has 
peen referred a bill to regulate shipping on the 
great lakes, introduced by Mr. Aldrich, of IIli- 
nois. This bill provides that every vessel of 
the United States in the foreign or coastwise 
trade, or in the navigation of Lakes Michigan, 
Superior, Huron, St. Clair, Erie, and Ontario 
clearing or entering at any port of the United 
Btates, shall be required to carry, if a sailing 
vessel, in addition to the master. at least one 
rompetent seaman for every 25 tons burden, and 
if asteam vessel, at least onecompetentseaman 
for every 25 tons burden, in addition to the mas- 


ter, engineer, and one fireman. At least two- 
thirds of each crew must be citizens of the 
United States. The bill provides that fines for 
the violation of these requirements shall be 
vollected. Every vessel must provide safe, 
bealthy, and unincumbered quarters for 
the crew—at least 216 cubic feet for each man. 
Each vessel must be examined by quarantine 
and sanitary inspectors at each entrance or 
clearance, provided that such inspection shall 
not be made oftener than once in 10 days, The 
fee for inspection is fixed at $1 25, The 
amount of fee that a Marshal can collect for 
executing a libel for wages is reduced from $15 
to $6. There are also provisions against over- 
loading vessels, and against taking an Ameri- 
can seaman from a United States port across 
the lakes to Canada and discharging him there 
without his consent. ‘he penalty is $30, to be 
collected by the seaman unlawfully discharged 
im Canada.

THE SENATE WASTES ANOTHER DAY. 

AN HOUR’S TALK ABOUT CLERK8S—THE ANTI- 
POLYGAMY BILL DISCUSSED FOR THE 
REST OF THE SESSION, 

WasHineTon, Feb. 15.—More than an 
hour was consumed by the Senate this morn- 
ing in discussing a proposition for the eppoint- 
ment of half a dozen additional messengers to 
committees, the chance to gain clerical assist- 
ance under any name affording an excellent 
opportunity for expressions of opinion and 
for a test vote on an amendment which sub- 
stantially embodied the request recently made 
by Mr. Brown, of Georgia, that each Senator 
be allowed a clerk to assist him in his official 
business. The only Senators who voted for 
the amendment which sought to grant this as- 
sistance were Messrs. Brown, Butler, Hamp- 
ton, Jackson, Johnston, Jones, Morgan, Teller, 
Voorhees, and Williams. 

After this business was out of the way, and 
Mr. Call had made a speech on the arrears of 
pensions resolution, Mr. Edmunds called up 
his Anti-Polygamy bill, which was discussed 
for nearly four hours without reaching a de- 
cisive vote. The discussion was not intensely 
interesting, being confined principally to ex- 
pressions of dissent on the one side, from 
the proposition that the Government 
has power to deprive the citizens of a 
Territory of their right of suffrage before con- 
viction, and on the other side of arguments to 
show that the Federal power is ample to exer- 
cise the utmost discretion in ridding the body 
politic of the stigma of ney pay Mr. Vest 
made the first speech against the bill, in so far 
as it proposed to empower a commission to 
pass upon Territorial elections and the 

ualifications of voters, While he felt 
the most intense abhorrence of polygamy, he 
deprecated any means of suppressing it 
by which personal liberty was to be disre- 

arded or constitutional rights set aside, The 

il seemed to him to permit such a depriva- 
tion of rights, in taking from citizens of Utah 
the right to vote and hold office before convic- 
tion of a crime in tbe usual way, and he ques- 
tioned the authority of the Government to do 
this. Mr. Edmunds and Mr. Garland main- 
tained that the Government had power over 
Territorial Government sufficient to carry out 
the provisions of the bill under discussion. 
The bill having been complained of by Mr. 
V est as being severe and rough, Mr. Garland 
said 1t wae intended to be rough and severe, as 
serious disorders needed heroic treatment. 
Mr. Brown found some fault with the clause 
empowering the President to appoint five 
Commissioners to carry out the provisions of 
the bill, and then Mr. Edmunds expressed a 
willingness to have it distinctly specified that 
three of the Commissioners should be Repub- 
licans and two Democrats, or even that the 
majority should be Democrats, as the object 
to be attained was not one in the in- 
terest of any Olitical party, but in 
the behalf of ecency and civilization. 
The Senate became restless at 5 o’clock, and 
several motions for adjournment and execu- 
tive sessions were voted on and failed. At 
last, at 5:35, it becoming evident that the bill 
could not be passed without greatly prolong- 
ing the session, Mr. Edmunds agreed that it 
should go over until to-morrow, the under- 
standing being that the discussion should not 
be prolonged bevond 5:80, and thata final 
vote should be taken at that hour at the latest. 
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MONEY WANTED TO BUILD CANALS, 
SOME OF THE GIGANTIC PROJE€TS THE GOY- 
ERNMENT IS ASKED TO CARRY OUT. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—At every session 
of Congress the Committees on Commerce are 
besieged by delegations who desire the Goy- 
ernment to build the great canals upon whieh 
much money has already been expended in 
making preliminary surveys. The proposed 
canals to connect the Mississippi and 
Lake Michigan, and extend across the Michi- 
gan peninsula from Lake Michigan to Lake 
Erie, which have been described in THE TIMEs, 
are by no means the most costly or most for- 
midable of these projects. For several years 
great efforts have been made in Baltimore to 
induce the Government to construct a ship 
canal from Delaware Bay to Chesapeake 
Bay across the great Delaware peninsula. 
The construction of this canal was 
one of the labors which the morn- 
ing newspaper whose brief existence 
recently came to an endin Baltimore promised 
to undertake and accomplish. Many surveys 
of the several reutes across the peninsula have 
been made by the Government, and one has 
recently been finished. The choice has been 
narrowed down to one of two routes. One of 
these, known as the Sassafras route, crosses the 
peninsula very near its narrowest point, a few 
miles below Havre de Grace and Elkton. For 
a part of the way it follows the Sassafras 
River, The other route is called the Choptank 
route. It enters the —— at Caiunbriage, 
follows the Choptank River, and reaches Dela- 
ware Bay just above Cape Henlopen. The 
cost of a canal by either route would be many 
millions of dollars. A bill was introduced in 
the House yesterday providing for an appro- 
priation of $1,000,000 to begin the work. 
Another canal which the Government is in- 
vited to build, ata cost of alittle more than 
$50,000,000, is the one for which surveys have 
been made across the Peninsula of Florida. In 
making surveys for this and other projacts of 
the kind the Engineer Corps has done a great 
deal of hard work. From year to year the re- 
sults of this labor are published with costly 
maps, and from year to year the delegates 
arrive and depart. The proposed canal 
in Florida would extend in a straight 
line from St. Mark’s, on the coast of the Gulf 
of Mexico, through the Okefenokee Swamp to 
Camp Pinckney, on the St. Mary’s River. 
Senator Gorman, of Maryland, was recently 
reported as saving that if, in securing the con- 
struction of the Hennepin Canal in the North- 
west, the Florida Canalin the South, and the 
Delaware and Chesapeake Canal in the East, 
the interests of one great section of the country 
were dovetailed with those of another, the pro- 
cesses required to secure the canals would be 
lifted above mere dickering and cease tosmack 
of subsidy. At a recent conference between 
Maryland delegates and Maryland Represen- 
tatives Mr. McLane said that there was not so 
much chance of getting the money from the 
Government as might be supposed, and re- 
marked that the Western members were not 
anxious to form such a combination as had 
been suggested. The delegates were asked 
whether the State or the city of Baltimore 
would aid the construction of the canal by 
giving money, and the reply was made that 
the prospect for such aid was not good.

THE OCEAN SUBSIDY SCHEMES. 
WHAT THE CONSOLIDATED COMMITTEE BILL 
WILL PROBABLY PROVIDE FOR. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The consolidated 
sub-committees of the House Committees on 


Post Offices and Post Roads, Commerce, and 


Naval Affairs, have intrusted to Mr. Money, 
of the Post Office Committee, the preparation 
of a bill to establish subsidized mail lines on 
the ocean, and the bill will be submitted to the 


consolidated sub-committees on Friday.next, 


If it is approved by them it will be reported to 
their respective full committees, but the Post 
Office Committee will retain control of it. It 
is understood that the bill will provide for 
an appropriation of $2,500,000, and for 
contracts 10 years. in iength. The vessels must 
be American built, owned, and manned, and 
constructed of iron or steel. There is now be- 
fore the Post Oftice Committee only one bill 
for ocean mail service. This was introduced 
by Mr. Ellis, of Louisiana, and it appropriates 


$5,000,000, and provides for contracts of 10 
years and first-class iron or steel screw steam- 


ships, American built, owned, and manned.” 


The money is te be distributed along the coast 
in the manner alveady described in T'nE Timxs.

day, special attention will be paid to the 
Shelley bill of the last Congress, which auth- 
orized contracts for 10 years at $30 per mile 
per annum for monthly service, but made no 

rovision for transatlantic routes. The Shel- 
ey bill required that the vessels should be 
“iron screw steam-ships, built in American 
ship-vards, owned and officered by American 
citizens, and constructed after the latest and 
most approved models, with all modern im- 
provements and appliances for ocean passenger 
and freight vessels.’”? The annual expenditure 
was limited to $1,500,000, and contracts for 10 
years would make a total of $15,000,000, Tho 
new bill will probably be more liberal, or at 
the rate of $25,000,000 in 10 years, The plan 
for securing strong support and united action 
by consolidating the three committees is be- 

nning te attract considerable attention in the 

ouse.

THE CASE OF CADET WHITTAKER, 

Wasuineton, Feb. 15.—Prof. R. T. 
Greener, one of the defenders of Whittaker, 
the West Point Cadet, has sent, as counsel for 
Louis Simpson, a letter to the Secretary of 
War inclosing Simpson’s affidavit concerning 
his treatment as a witness before the Whit- 
taker Court of Inquiry in April, 1880. Simp- 
son swears that he was summarily arrested be- 


fore he had time to obey the summons; 
that his house was searched and his 
private papers taken, and that he was carried 
before Major ihomas F, Barr, Judge Advo- 
cate, who directed that he should be taken to 
West Point and delivered to the Recorder of 
the court; that he was kept in close arrest 
there for some time, and was insulted when on 
the witness stand, and that after his return to 
this city he was followed and shadowed by a 
detective employed by the Government. As- 
serting that his treatment was improper and 
illegal he asks for redress.

GEN. MAHONE’S PATRONAGE. 
—_———»>—_—_—— 
THE STATH AUDITORSHIP AND THE STATE 
BUPREME COURT. 

RicHMOND, Va., Feb. 15.—The distribution 
of the State patronage resulting from the victory 
of the coalition in the State last November 1s 
giving Senator Mahone much trouble. The 
breach between Auditer Massey’s friends and 
the caucus has been widened by the action 
of Senator Riddleberger last night in say- 
ing emphatically that he would resign his 
seat in the State Senate before he would vote 
for Massey if the jatter were renominated, 
This announcement and the disposition mani- 
fested by the Mahone leaders to defeat Mr. 
Massey for the Auditorship caused enough of 
his friends in the Senate to remounce the cau- 
cus and continue the dead-lock. 

Next to the Auditorship, the State Supreme 
Court is giving Senator Mahone the greatest 
trouble. This tribunal is composed of five mem- 
bers. It is the purpose of the Readjusters to re- 
place all the present Bourbon incumbents by 
those in sympathy with their own financial 
and political views. As the Republicans gave 
two-thirds of the votes by which the dominant 
party came into power, they insist upon 
having an equitable share of the members 
of that tribunal. Mr. Mayo, one of the most 
influential Republican members of the Legis- 
lature, insists that ‘*tide-water’” Virginia 
shall have at least one member of the Su- 
preme Court from his party. The slate, as 
made up by Gen. Mahone, is said to_be as 
follows: The Hon. R, W. Hughes, United 
States District Judge of this circuit; L. 
L. Lewis, United States District Attorney, 
of this city; Judge B. W. Lacy, of New Kent; 
Mr. Richardson, of Roanoke, and Drury A. 

fanton, of Petersburg. The two first named 
gentlemen are prominent and influential Re- 
publicans and lawyers of recognized ability. 
Heretofore it has been believed that Judge 
Hughes would not accept a place on the 
State bench, but leading Republicans who 
have seen Gen. Mahone say that gentleman 
is satisfied that he will. It is quite certain 
that, unless the present disturbance in the Re- 
adjuster party prevents it, two of the five 
members of the next Supreme Court of the 
State will be Republicans. Prominent mem- 
bers of that party in the Legislature express 
their determination to accept no arrangement 
which gives them smaller representation.

THE ARRESTED SOPHOMORE DISCHARGED 
AND TWO FRESHMEN FINED. 
Easton, Penn., Feb, 15.—The students of 
Lafayette College who were arrested last evening 
for having a “rush” upon the public streets and 
held for a hearing this morning have settled the 
matter with the borough authorities. It was held 
in defense of the Sophomore who was under arrest 
that as he had only pushed and struggled to get 
into a hal! which he and his classmen had hired 


for a banquet, and from which the Fresh- 


men sought to exclude them, he was guilty 
of nothing violating the laws. He had a 
right of admission to the hall, and had a right to 
use force in getting to that hall. The two Fresh- 
men pleaded guilty to having attempted in a col- 
lege rush to keep the Sophomores out. They were, 
therefore, fined $10 and costs, The Sophomere 
was discharged. Ex-Judge Reeder, J. K. Dawes, 
and R. C. Stewart, all of whom were Lafeyette 
students at one time, interested themselves as 
lawyers in behalf of the students. The stu- 
dents all say that they did not know that 
the Police were at them; that the officers wore 
no aniforms, and thatin the darkness they could 
not: distinguish the men; that as soon as they 
caught sight of an officer’s shield they immedi- 
ately stopped their struggling. ‘the best of good feel- 
ing prevails to-day among the students engaged in 
the affair, It isnot yet known what the college 
authorities will do. One of the prominent mem- 
bers of the Faculty said to-day he thought the Po- 


lice had made matters a great deal worse than 
necessary. 


NAPHTHA IN SAVANNAH STREETS, 
SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 15.—A short time ago 


a new gas company, organized chiefly in Philadel- 
phia, in which city the stock is largely held, deter- 
mined to establish works in Savannah, having ob- 
tained what it regarded as a sufficient guarantee 
ef success to justify it in so doing. Pending the 
perfection of the organization of the company and 


the construction of gas-works in this city, the 
company secured a contract from the City Council 
to light the streets with naphtha lamps, and has 
been so lighting them for several weeks. The 
Legislature passed a law last Fall, however, pro- 
hibiting the use of naphtha or kerosene-oil below 
125° for lighting parposss in the State, and to-day, 
under the operation of this law, an injunction was 
granted restraining the company from lighting the 
streets according to contract.

THE INSURRECTION 1N THE BAL- 
KAN PROVINCES. 

EVIDENCE OF RUSSIAN INTRIGUE — THE 
SYMPATHIES OF SERVIA AND MONTENE- 
GRO WITH THE INSURGENTS—NO MORE 
REPORTS OF FIGHTING. 

_ Vienna, Feb. 15.—The Tagebdlatt reports 
that a considerable sum of money and two 
military maps, with notes written in Russian, 
were found at the residence of the Burgomas- 
ter of. Orahovac, near the Montenegrin fron- 


tier, which was recently captured from in- 
surgents, 

The semi-official Fremdenblait, 
ing the Panslavist agitation, admits that 
the majority of the population of 
Servia and Montenegro sympathize 
with the insurgents, and says Austria 
would be prudent to avoid raising difficulties 
for the Servian and Montenegrin Governments 
in maintaining their hitherto loyal attitude. 

The Presse authoritatively denies the truth 
of the dispatch of the 18th inst., reporting 
that Austria, in order not to of- 


fend Russia, had entirely abandoned 
the plan of a partial or temporary 
occupation of Montenegro, but that negotia- 
tions were proceeding with Prince Nikita for 
the passage of Austrian troops across his terri- 
tory if necessary. 

Lonpon, Feb, 15.—A Vienna dispatch says 
the insurrection has come to a_ sort of 
stand-still. The insurgents have not 
seriously taken the initiative since their 
abortive attempt on Foca at the beginning 
of the month. The only recent encounters 
have been brought about by flying 
columns of troops whose principal  diffi- 
culty is to find the insurgents, On 
the other hand, the insurgents are redoubling 
their pressure to compel the inhabitants, who 
have hitherto held aloof, to join them.

AN ENGLISH OFFICER ASSAULTED. 
COMMANDER SELBY, OF THE BRITISH NAVY, 
WOUNDED BY AN ALBANIAN, 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—Commander Wiiliam 
H. C. Selby, of the British man-of-war Falcon, 
while on a shooting excursion near Artaki, in 
Asia Minor, was seriously wounded by an 
Albanian with an axe, At the request of Lerd 
Dufferin, the British Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, Said Pasha, the President of the Turkish 
Council of Ministers, has ordered the Govern- 


ov of Artaki to arrest the assailant. A Turk- 
ish and a British man-of-war have proceeded 
to Artaki. Commander Selby is im a critical 
condition. 

LONDON, Feb, 16.—A _ correspondent at 
Constantinople telegraphs as follows; ‘* Com- 
mander Selby had been warned by the 
Albanian not to shoot in the vicinity of 
his flocks, but did not understand the 
warning. Commander Selby put his 
gun on the ground to show that he was peace- 
fully inclined, whereupon the Albanian at- 
tempted to seize it. A struggle ensued for 
the possession of the weapon. The Albaziian 
desisted on Capt. Grenfell pointing his gun 
at him, but afterward returned with a com- 
rade, when Commander Selby was attacked 
with an axe. While returning to their 
ship the English officers were attacked 
by 15 armed Albanians, who knocked them 
senseless with the butt ends of their muskets 
and bound them with cords. Subsequently 
Consul Wrench succeeded in procuring the re- 
lease of Commander Selby ard his companions 
by offering himself as a hostage. Consul 
Wrench was afterward released. The motive 
for the outrage was probably that the shep- 
herds objected to sportsmen’s dogs disturbing 
their sheep.’’

ALEXANDRIA, Feb. 15.—The Russian 
iron-clad the Duke of Edinburgh has arrived 
at Port Said. 

BELGRADE, Feb. 15.—The Skuptschina has 
passed the consular convention and the com- 
mercial treaty with the United States. 

TABREEZ, Feb, 15.—The Gevernor of Sanj- 
bulagh reports that the epidemic resembling 
the plague which recently appeared near that 
place has entirely disappeared. 

MARSEILLES, Feb, 15.—Gen. Forgemol has 
started for Algeria, with special instructions 
to act in accordance with his own judgment.

EDINBURGH, Feb. 15.—Two boxes contain- 
ing infernal machines, which had been deliv- 
ered at two different addresses, exploded to- 
day on being opened, and eight persons were 
injured. A mason named Costello has been 
arrested in connection with the outrags, 
which is believed to have been prompted by 
personal motives. 

Paris, Feb. 15.—The exact position in re- 
gard to the eommercial treaty is that England 
has for several months been persisting in the 
demand for the reduction of the duties on 
woolens and cottons 50 and 20 per cent., re- 
spectively, below those fixed in 1860, in return 
for a reduction of Emgiand’s wine duties by 
one-half. France has not yet replied. 

Lonpon, Feb. 16.—A Paris correspondent 
telegraphs that the report of the death of Louis 
Joseph Martel, the Freneh jurist and states- 
man, is untrue. 

THE FOREIGN POLICY OF ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon, on the report on the ad- 
dress in reply to the royal speech, Sir Charles 
Dilke, Under Secretary for Fereign Affairs, 
replying to various attacks on the foreign 
policy of the Government, denied that any 


French troops had been prepared for em- 
barkation to Egypt. The Government, he 


said, still adhered to the European eon- 
cert as a means of adjusting foreign 
difficulties, and believed that its influence 
would be useful in the Egyptian question. He 
denied the existence of the reported revolt at 
Herat. In regard to the Jews in Russia, all 
the precedents showed that English interfer- 
ence in the internal affairs of a foreign coun- 
try would meet with a rebuff and do more 
harm than good. The statement that there 
was some doubt whether Mr. Gladstone would 
censent te send a representative to the mon- 
etary conference was, he said, premature.

EX-PRESIDENT WOOLSEY HONORED 


a 


A HANDSOME MEDAL GIVEN HIM BY THE 
PROFESSORS OF YALE. 

NeEw-HAVEN, Conn., Feb, 15.—The Profes- 
sors of the several departments of Yale College 
presented ex-President Woolsey this afternoon 
with a massive gold medal, in commemoration of 
the semi-centennary of his connection with the 
college. The presentation was a eomplete sur- 
prise to the ex-President. The Professors began 
taking steps for the presentation six months ago, 
intending to have the affair occur about the middle 
of September, but they were delayed by the non- 
arrival of the medal, which was struckin France, 
It is over six inches in eircumference. One side 
bears the inscription: ‘*Suo Praceptori Iracep- 
tores Collegit Yalensis, 1831-1881.” The border rep- 
resents a laurel wreath. On the reverse side is a 
medallion portrait of ex-President Woolsey 
in profile, with the name “Theodorus Dwight 
Woolsey” in the border. Bronze eopies 
of the medal were also struck off to 
be retained by the Professors as mementos. The 
venerable Prof. Thatcher, who has had a longer 
term of service with Yale than any other member 
of the Faculty, made the presentation address. In 
it he conveyed an eloquent expression of the great 
affection and regard feit by the givers of the medal 
for the recipient. 

President Woolsey responded informally, but at 
length. In relating some of his earlier experiences 
at the college, to which he came from Princeton in 
1851, he said the students were more disorderly 
than they had ever been before or since. Among 
the college officers this time was commonly spoken 
of as areign of terror. Thirteen Aundred panes of 
glass were broken in a brief period, 
and there were other disturbances which 
caused the Faculty to try 30 or 40 
students in a body on the green. The speaker said 
that just after the trial he met the body of con- 
vieted students as he was coming from President 
Day's room. Ho had a strong temptation to sneak 
behind one of the college buildings, fearing violence, 
but he conquered the impulse and was not harmed. 
His experiences during this turbulent time in college 
did much to strengthen his eharacter. President 
Woolsey said he looked back with less pleasure 
upon his experience in actual teaching than upon 
the personal converse he had had with the students 
outside the class-room—the counsel he nad given 
them and the good results which in many in- 
stances came from it. He spoke of one in- 
stance in which a young man who showed 
no aptitude for a rrofessional eareer 
acted upon his advice to quit college, and years 
afterward sent him his thanks for the advice. 
Since his early connection with the college there 
had been a marked improvement in all its depart- 
ments. The general conduct of the students as to 
good order had also changed for the better. 
He was confident that the college would continue 
to improve and grow. Yale had now more Pro- 
fessors than any German university. But he would 
iike to see the number of the Faculty increased 
ten-fold, and Yale’s influence and usefulness pro- 
portionately increased. He was in hopes that the 
college would once again be supplied with funds as 
it had been in the past.

WHY THE TOWN OF GREZNWOOD WAS DE- 


CLARED IN A STATE OF INSURRECTION, 

Batu, N. Y., Feb. 15.—The township of 
Greenwood, in Steuben County, a peaceful. agri- 
cultural community, with a population of 1,400, is 
assessed at a valuation of $260,000. A bond tax of 
$8,000 is now sought to be collected. In 1872 the 
town was bonded for $30,000 for the Rochester, 
fornellsville and Pine Creek Railway, the Com- 
missioners issuing bonds in violation of an agree- 
ment not to do so until the legality of the 
acts of the County Judge had been tested. 
In November, 1873, the Court of Appeals 
decided that the bonds were illegal. In May, 1874, 
the Legislature passed an act legalizing the acts of 
the Commissioners. The town continued to litigate, 
and only a few months ago, when all legal remedies 
were exhausted and the legality of the bonds was 
sustained, the railroad was abandoned, the town 
having nothing to show for its bonds except a few 
miles of inexpensive grading. The bond tax has 
been spread upon the rolls a number of times, but the 
inhabitants refused to pay it, while paying the 
State and county tax. The Collector made levies 
and advertised the sales, but there were no 
bidders. The tax-payers assembled in large 
numbers for intimidation, and one would-be 
bidder wss knocked dewn. In April, 1878, the 
Sheriff attended the sales with a posse of 50 men, 
but the Collector, who was in sympathy with 
the tax-payers, claimed that the levies were 
not legal and let the sales go down. On Feb. 7 the 
Collector advertised 92 sales. The Sheriff attended 
with 12 Deputies. Two hundred and fifty 
tax-payers were present, many carrying 
clubs. One man bid, when he was jostled by 
the crowd and dared to bid again. There was 
no more bidding. The Collector advertised 98 
sales for to-day. The Deputy Sheriff attended 
with a posse of 40 men, at an expense of $500 
to the county. Two hundred and fifty tax-payers 
also attended and were quiet and orderly. The 
Collector claimed that he was not sure of the 
legality of the levies, and adjourned the sales in- 
definitely.

A DUEL AVERTED. 
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RIDDLEBERGER AND SMITH COR- 
DIALLY SHAKE HANDS, 

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 15.—Rumors which 
have prevailed since yesterday afternoon to the 
eftect that Senators Smith, of Alexandria, and 
Riddleberger meditated a hostile meeting were 
given their quietus to-day in the Senate Chamber 
by Mr. Smith, who, rising to a question of personal 
privilege and referring to the difference which oc- 
curred the day before between the Senator from 
Shenandoah and himself, frankly confessed that he 
left the House on that occasion with no very kind- 
ly feelings. Since then he had been assured by his 
friends, and his own cooler judgment confirmed 
their opinion, that he should have been satisfied 
with the disclaimer made by the Senator. 
He is now satisfied that Mr. Riddleberger had said 


all that he (Smith) had a right to exact from a gen- 
tleman, and he took this oecasion of expressing 
regret at the offensive language he nad used. Mr. 
Riddleberger said that he had meant yesterday to 
say everything that would be satisfactory to the 
Senator from Alexandria. He never meant todo 
less than what he deemed would satisfy him. He 
hoped the Senator now felt as kindly toward him 
as he (Riddleberger) felt toward the Senator. The 
gentlemen then went on the floor and cordialiy 
shook hands.

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PHILADELFPHIA’S POOR DRAINAGE. 


THE IMPORTANT QUESTION WHICH ENTERS 
INTO THE ELECTION OF A CITY ENGINEER. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 15.—A caucus of the 

Republican members of the City Councils will be 

held to-morrow to nominate a candidate for Chief 

Engineer and Surveyor, to be eleeted two weeks 

later. The aspirants fer the position are 

the present Chigf Engineer and Surveyor, 

Samuel Smedley, and his former chief assist- 

ant, Rudolph Herring, whose candidacy is 

advocated by members of the Committee of One 

Hundred. Mr. Herring, who was sent to Europe 

while in the employ of the city to examine the 

systems of drainage in European cities, has since 


published his report. Chief Smedley, to whom Mr. 
Herring’s report is addressed, declines to 
talk on the subject of the present sys- 
tem, though he says that if he should at 
any time receive a request from the Councils to 
criticise the present system, he would do so. The 
bad sanitary arrangements of this city have been 
severely criticised. John A. Willson, the well- 
known arehitect, who was employed by the old 
Reform Association, in 1877, to measure the Hart 
Creek sewer and report upon its construction, 
and who, afterward, wes a witness for the associa- 
tion when it contested the claim of the con- 
tractor in court, says that the system of 
lack of system under which the Department of 
Surveys is conducted allows no chance for any 
thorough work to be done in the matter of drainage. 

Col. William Ludlow, United States Government 
Engineer, whose name has several times been men- 
tioned in connection with the candidacy for City 
Engineer without his knowledge or consent, 
spoke generally on the subject of Philadeiphia’s 
sanitary condition to-day. Hesaid he was especi- 
ally struck by the lack of interest which Philadel- 
phians appeared to take in the matter of sanitary 
regulations of their eity. To his mind there could 
be nothing more important. He believed that 
more people died yearly from the effects of sewer 
gas than from any other cause. Col. Waring, 
who had charge of the matter of examining the 
drainage system of cities under the Census Bureau 
had expressed the opinion that Philadelphia was 
one of the worst drained eities in the country. A 
vast amount of work must be done, Col. Ludlow 
said, before Philadelphia could be considered a 
properly drained city. The longer the work of im- 
provement in the drainage system was post- 
poned, however, the greater the cost would be. 
He did not believe that with the present division of 
responsibility in the city engineering, the survey 
system, &c., any good result could be accomplished. 
Tt was not to be expected that thorough 
work could be performed where the ¢iffer- 
ent stages of work on any improvement 
were under the control of entirely dis- 
tinct departments, The course pureued in other 
eities, which was in conformity with modern scien- 
tific ideas, was based upon a system of direct re- 
sponsibility in which the health of the people was 
the first consideration and economy secondary. 
Col. Ludlow was of the belief that tee sae 
owing to its favorable situation, was the healthiest 
city in the country, though, with its defective 
drainage system, it was only a question of time un- 
til it would be the most unhealthy in America, 
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EFFECTS OF THE MILD WHATHER.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y.,Feb. 15.—The weather 
continues unusually mild. The Transportation 
Company has announced that its steamers will 
commence running on Tuesday next, which 
will open navigation from New-York to this point. 
A dispatch received from Catskill to-night says 
that the icemen there have given up all hope of 
securing any moreice. Inthe seven houses near 
there 84,000 tons have been stored. Little ice has 
been housed south of Catskill. 

Borpgntown, N. J., Feb. 15.—A freshet 
is prevailing in the Delaware River at this 
place, the docks and piers being sub- 
merged. The Pennsylvania shore opposite is 
also under water. There is scarcely jany ice in 
theriver. Itis thought that the next tide will be 
higher. 

BIsMARCK, Dakota, Feb. 15.—The ice in the 
Missouri River has weakened. Capt. William Har- 
mon and his team fell through the ice to-day, but 
escaped drowning. The weather is very warm. 
Some farmers have finished sowing their wheat. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Feb. 15.—It is reported 
here that the town of Columbia, in Brazos County, 
is badly inundated by water from the Brazos River. 
Many inhabitants have fled. Others have taken 
sefens in a church and are supplied with food by 

oats. 

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 15.—The ice blockade 
in the Straits of Mackinaw, which has caused 
the Mackinaw and Marquette Line some 
inconvenience for a few days, has been 
cleared, and the transfer-boat Algomah is now 
making regular trips since the first passage was 
forced. Chief Engineer McKeown telegraphs that 
no further stoppage can possibly occur this season. 

LitTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 15.—A_ special 
from Helena, this State, says: “ The situation is 
somewhat more encouraging to-night, although 
the danger is by no means. past. Since 
last night the river has slightly receded, 
but not sufficiently to relieve materially the 
pressure on the levee, which is now thoroughly 
saturated and very susceptible to the beating of 
the rough water caused by the high winds. 
A large force is still at work strengthening 
the levee. No further news has been received 
of breaks above and below this city. The Iron 
Mountain and Helena Railway is still covered with 
water across the L’Anguille bottom lands, and 
trains run only to Felton, four miles north of Mari- 


anna.

He had complained of a 
pain in his head and had kept to his bed, but while 
alone in his room he took a seat ina rocking- 
chair and fired the fatal shot. He was 
found dead in the chair by his family. 
Mr. Gessert served several years as a member of 
the Board of Public Works of Cincinnati. He leaves 
a wife and nine children.

cant whispers. Mr. Brodsky, of New-York, 
was all over the floor carrying the tidings and 
the additional news that Tammanv might now 
be expected to vote for a Republican Clerk. The 
surly faees of the Tammany leaders appeared 
just inside the lobby. Fro: his lofty position 
Speaker Patterson was enabled to take in an 
early and comprehensive view of the situation, 
and, calling Col. Murphy to the chair, he re- 
tired td his private room. Erastus Brooks 
snuffed. the danger and immediately moved 
that the special order of business‘ for to-day be 
postponed until to-morrow noon. This special 
order ot business was the election of a Clerk. 
Ex-Gov. Alvord objected and asked for the 
yeas and nays. The roll was called, the Tam- 
many men grinned and voted with the Repub- 
licans in the negative, and Mr. Brooks’s motion 
was lost by a vote of 65 to 52. The balloting 
for the Clerk then began. The eight Tam- 
many votes were recorded for the last time for 
their own cardidate, ex-Assemblyman Dough- 
erty. Fifty-nine votes were required to elect. 
Mr. Johnson already had the 57 votes of his 
Republican associates, and Mr. Bunn only 53. 

There was a long time taken for the accu- 
rate counting, and just as the Clerk was about 
to announce the result, Mr. J. J. Costello got 
to his feet. In the same vigorous tones in 
which he announced only a brief fortnight 
ago that the Democratic Party was once moré 
united, that its members had shaken hands 
across the bloody chasm, he said: ‘I de. 
sire to be excused from voting, and will 
state my reasons. The gauntlet [waving his 
long bony arm] has been thrown down to Tam- 
mony. She aecepts the issue and means to 
fight if out. I withdraw my request to be ex 
cused and change my vote to Edward M 
Jobnson.”” Then the other seven Tammany 
men tell into line, none of them, save Mr. 
Maher, venturing to thread the in- 
tricaeies of the English language fur- 
ther than to announce a —< ot 
vote from Dougherty to Johnson. Mr. Maher 
rashly started out upon a tirade directec 
against the Speaker and his action in regard 
to the committees. The flow of language and 
ideas was rudely interrupted by a terrific blow 
from the Speaker’s gavel, he lost his head, and 
with a convulsive gasp sunk into his chair, for 
the time being a mental and physical wreck 
and an awful example of the folly of the 
average Tammany man fooling with oratory. 
The deed was done; Mr. Johnson was elgtted 
Clerk by a vote of 65 to 53, and for the sev- 
enth successive year took the oath of office, 
which was immediatelv administered to him. 
In order to find out just how many scalps 
Tammany was likely to take in one day, Mr. 
Newman,’regular Democrat, of Kings, moved 
to go into an election for Sergeant-at-Arms. 
This was defeated, however, by combined Re- 
publican and Democratic votes. 
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THE BREAK IN THE SENATE. 
TAMMANY VOTING TO RESTORE RULE 8—~ 
THE CHANGE OF FRONT. 

ALBANY, Feb. 15.—The Senate held its 
customary half-hour’s session te-day, but it 
accomplished more in that brief period than it 
has before in the whole seven weeks since the 
Legislature met. It broke the ‘* dead-lock,” 
and did it so auietly and with so little fuss that 
everybody wonders now why it was not done 
before. After the usual routine business had 
been disposed of, and three or four local bills 
had been introduced and referred to their ap- 
propriate committees, (when appointed,) the 
Senators sat for a minute or two facing each 
other in silence, waiting for some one to make 
the customary motion to adjourn. Presently 
Mr. Jacobs rose and, in a mock-serious way, 


said: ‘‘In order that an early organization 
may be effected, I move that the Senate de 


now adjourn, and I call the yeas and nays.” 
The yeas and nays were called, and 1t was no- 
ticed that the three Tammany Senators voted 
with the Republicans against the motion. Na 
particular significance was attached to this, 
however, as they had done the same thing be 
fore. The motion to adjourn was lost—yeas 
15, nays 12. 

Mr. Pitts then moved, as he had done a half: 
dozen times before, to take from the table bis 
resolution to restore Rule 3, which authorizes 
the Lieutenant-Governor to appoint the stand- 
ing committees. The motion was carried, and 
he then moved to adopt the resolution. Wher 
the yeas and nays were cailed on this motion 
Senator Boyd, whose name comes among the 
first on the roll-call, rose and asked to be ex: 
cused from voting. This was_ the first indica- 
tion of a “* new departure.” He said that he, 
in company with his brother Senators, had sat 
here for nearly seven long weeks 
waiting for an organization that would 
enable them to proceed to business. He be- 
lieved they had now reached a point when this 
dead-lock should be broken. He loved his 
party and its principles, but when the time 
came that the principles of his party were not 
carried out by those who controlled its organ- 
ization, but were violated or held in abeyance 
at the dictation of moneyed corporations, it 
was time for him to pause. The present 
would appear to be an occasion for a 
revival of the condition of things men- 
tioned by Macaulay, ‘**‘When none were 
for a party, but l were for the State; 
when the rich helped the peor and the poor 
man loved the great.” Senators were sent 
here to do the work of their constituents, and 
he believed they ought now to get to work im- 
mediately and legislate im the interest of the 
peeple. He would, therefore, withdraw his 
request to be excused and vote yea. Messrs. 
Gradv and Treaner, the two other Tammany 
Senators, also voted yea, but made no expia- 
nation of their vote. Homer A. Nelson wag 
the only Senator, except Boyd, who had any- 
thimg tosay. He merely remarked that the 
indications of what was coming reminded 
him of the old hymn, “ Farewell, vain 
world; I’m going home.” He perceived 
that a portion of the Domocrats who were 
sent here to represent the grand old party were

The action of the Tammany Senators in vot- 
ing with the Republicans to restore rule 3 is 
the subject of general conversation since the 
adjournment of the Senate, and all sorts of 
speculations and surmises are indulged in as 
te how it was brought about and whether it 
involved any bargain or dicker with reference 
to the make-up of the committees. The “reg-

zing the Senate, are, of course, posi- 
tive that it was the result of a dis- 
graceful bargain, and was just what 
might have been expected from ‘an unprin- 
cipled faction that has done nothing for years 

vast but to play into the hands of the Repub- 
icans and disorganize and defeat the Democ- 
racy. Butso far as Republican Senators are 
concerned, they are not supported in this 
opinion by the facts, The truth is there was 
no * bargain” or “ dicker” or “ understand- 
ing” whatever between the Tammany Sena- 
tors and any one or more Republican Sena- 
tors previous to the vote. When the Senate 
met this morning not a single Republican in 
that body knew or suspected that the Tam- 
many Senators were going to act with 
them. Mr. Pitts, when ke called up his 
resolution, expected to see it defeated, 
as it had been half a dozen times before, 
From the beginning of the dead-lock the Re- 
publicans have steadily and persistently re- 
fused to enter inte any bargain with either 
side, and they eertainly had no occasion to do 
it now, for the announcement of the Assembly 
committees yesterday so intensified the quar- 
rel between the Democratie factions as to 
make it a necessity sooner er later for one 
of the faetions to accept the Republican 
proposition to restore. rule 8 and give 
the hr mermnee of the committees to 
the Lieutenant-Governor. Had the Tam- 
many faction not done it to-day the 
“regulars”? would probably have done it 
to-morrow or next day. The mistake the 
‘“‘regulars” committed was in making one 
more effort to come to terms with Tammany 
and to try to harmonize the party. All day 
esterday they were engaged in this seemingly 
audable, but very foolish business. Secret con- 
ferences of the regulars were held at intervals 
up to midnight, and delegations were busy con- 
veying propositions to the Tammany head- 
quarters, Jor onee the negotiations were kept 
secret, in faet, and no reporter could get any 
inkling of their character: but Mr. Jacobs now 
Bays that they were of a nature that en- 
couraged the belief that they would result in 
united action of the two factions in organizing 
the Senate this week. His statement is con- 
firmed by a conversation which THE TrMEs’s 
torrespondent had late last night with Ed 
Kearney, the ——— and spokesman of 
John Kelly. earney said that they had re- 
ceived propositions from the regulars which 
they had under consideration. t is also cer- 
tain that at thattime Tammany had no idea of 
taking the action which her Senators took to- 
day, tor, in answer to a suggestion that unless 
they harmonized their quarrels soon the “‘ reg- 
ulars”’ would go over and help the Republi- 
eans restore rule 3, Mr. Kearney said if they 
did do so it would kill them with the Demo- 
cratic Party ef the State. Tammany, he con- 
tinued, could not afford to do a thing like that 
or to form any alliance with the Republicans, 

What caused the sudden change in Tam- 

many’s estimate of what it ceuld afford be- 
tween 12 o’clock last night and 10 o’clock this 
morning must be left to conjecture. The reg- 
ulars say that after getting their propositions 
for harmony they took them to *“‘Jim’’ Bel- 
den, who is at the Delavan, and got from him 
& promise that the Republicans would do 
better by them than the regulars, and, 
on this promise, they came into the 
Serate this morning and cast their 
lot with the Republicans. This statement is 
eorroborated to this extent. After the Senate 
had been in session 100r 15 minutes, Mr. Mc- 
Carthy received a note from Belden saying 
that Tammany had agreed to vote to restore 
rule 3 and asking McCarthy to see the 
Lieutenant-Governor and secure a fair 
show for the Taramany Senators in mak- 
ing up the committees. This was the 
first intimation that any Republican 
Senator had that the Tammany Senators 
were going to vote with them. It is hardly 
necessary to say that ‘‘Jim’’ Belden has no 
right to make bargains for Republican Sena- 
tors to carry out, and perhaps he does not 
claim the right, but the regular Democrats say 
that any one who knuows the intimate relations 
existing between that eminent Syracuse 
Bpeculator and politician and John Kel- 
ly, to say nothing of his relations with 
his townsman, Senator McCarthy, can 
easily conjecture what authority Bel- 
den has to treat with Tammany, and 
whegher or not his bargains are likely to be 
ratified. They think there is no question 
about Mr. Hoskins’s willingness to ratify 
any bargain that Belden may have 
made with Tammany, and they say 
they will trust to the complexion 
of the cemmittees, when appointed, to demon- 
strate that fact. A great deal will depend on 
the action of the Tammany Senators to-mor- 
row in the election of a Clerk, as indicating 
whether or not there has been a bargain, If 
they vote for Vrooman and this is followed 
by the appointment of Tammany men to fill 
laces on the Clerk’s desk it will certain! 
ook as if there was an ‘*amicable understand- 
ing,” which sore-headed Democrats might de- 
gominate a “ dicker.”

THE DEMOCRATS KICKING. 
REGULARS TRYING TO UPSET THE RESULT 
IN THE SENATH—TALK ABOUT THE COM- 
MITTEES. 

ALBANY, Feb, 15.—There is a hitch in the 
programme for organizing the Senate. The 
Democrats have discovered this evening that 
the resolution restoring rule 3 and giving 
the Lieutenant-Governor the power to appoint 
the standing committees was not adopted. It 
appears on a careful examination of the 
rules of the Senate that no rule can 
be changed without 17 votes, or a majority 
of all the Senators elected. No one thought of 


it at the time the vote was taken, for, as the 
Democrats now say, they were sostunmed at 
the action of the Tammany Semators that they 
could not think of anything. But they pro- 
pose to raise the poimt to-morrow on a motion 
to correct the Journal. Thiswill raise another 
question, for, though the point is admitted to 
be a good one if it had been taken advan- 
tage of at the time, yet it cannot be 
made now on a motion to correct the Journal, 
since the Journal is conceded to be a true rec- 
ord of what actually occurred. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor declared the resolution to restore 
rule 3 earried, and it is so entered on the 
Journal, While he admits he was bale, Bas 
so declaring, yet no exception was en 
to it at the time, and he claims that 
this neglect amounted to unanimous con- 
sent that the rule should be restored. 
He will, therefore, refuse to receive an appeal 
from his declaration to-morrow on the ground 
that it is too late. At least, this is his present 
intentien. But if heshould yield the point 
and the resolution be declared lost, i will 
make no difference in the end, for when 
nll the Senators are present there will be 
enough Republican votes, fourteen, togeth- 
er with the three Tammany Senators 
to make up the necessary seventeen. 
There is still another point which the Demo- 
crats say they can make, but which is too 
revolutionary in its character to the party 
making it. It is this: Several have been 
made between Republican and ocratie Sen- 
ators which, by the terms of ment, are 
te extend througb the session of the Legisla- 
ture.

LEGISLATIVE WORK YESTERDAY. 
NEW-YORK WATER S8UPPLY—OTHER BILLS 
RELATING TO THIS CITY. 


Augany, Feb. 15.—During the morning’s 
session of the Assembly the bill appropriating 
$250,000 for work upon the Capitol through 
the Winter and Spring was reported favorably 
by the Ways and Means Committee. After 
some debate in the Sub-Committee of the 
Whole, in which its passage was opposed 
by Mr. Chamberlain, of §St. Lawrence, 
on the ground that extravagant expendi- 
tures would be encouraged, it was re- 
ported to the House and passed by 
a vote of 102to 6. A concurrent resolution 
by Mr. Tighe went over under therule, It 
provides for a special committee of seven As- 
serablymen and five Senators to revise the ex- 
isting laws on assessments and taxation and 
report within 60 days. Mr. Breen’s resolu- 
tion, reciting the urgent needs of a public park 
up in his district—the Twenty-third and Twen- 
ty-fourth Wards—was called up, and, after be- 
ing pruned of a “hifalutin” preamble and 
amended, was adopted. The needs of the lower 
portion of Westchester County were, on mo- 


tion of Mr. Catlin, ordered to be consulted, 
and the President of the Department of Taxes 
and Assessments, on Mr. Van Allen’s motion, 
was made a member of the commission which 
is to report upon the advisability and expense 
of such a park. Mr. Brodsky offered the con- 
current resolution which abolishes canal tolls 
and gives to the people the settling of the ques- 
tion. The resolution was adopted last year, 
and if no opposition is encountered by it this 
year will go to the people for rejection or rati- 
fication next Fall. 

Mr. Brodsky, of New-York, introduced his 
eld bill fixing a Board of Water Commission- 
ers for that City, to consist of five persons to 
be appointed by the Governor and confirmed 
by the Senate. The duty of the Commission- 
ers shall be the examination and consideration 
of all questions relative to the prevention of a 
waste of water, the regulation and control of 
the present supply, the obtaining, storing, and 
distributing of the present supply, any change 
or alterations in the present works, and 
the obtaining, storing, and distributing of a 
supply of salt water to be used for fire or other 
purposes, Engineers, surveyors, and other 
necessary persoms ney be appointed by the 
Comnnsissioners, the epartment of Publio 
Works shall furnish the board.with any infor- 
mation that may be requested, and the Com- 
missioners shall receive no compensation for 
their services. Theoxpenses incurred by them 
under this act shall not exceed $15,000, and 
shall be paid by the Controller upon requisition 
of the Commissioners, or a majority of them. 
By theterms of anotker bill relating to the 
water supply and emanating from the Society 
of Municipal Reform, which was introduced 
by Mr. Roosevelt at the society’s request, the 
Board of Water Commissioners is made to 
consist of the Mayor, Commissioner of Public 
Works, and three resident tax-payers, to be 
appointed by the Governor and confirmed by 
the Senate. The chief duty devolving upon 
the commission is the construction of a storage 
reservoir in the Croton valley with a capaeity 
of not less than 50 days’ supply for New-York. 

Another bill by Mr. Brodsky, relating to the 
local Government of the City of New-York, 

rovides that the term of office of the present 

oard of Aldermen shall expire on the first 
Monday in January, 1883; that 24 Aldermen 
shall be elected for one year at the next Fall 
election, by Assembly districts, and annually 
thereafter in the same manner;*that a 
vacancy in the board shali be filled by 
a py! of the members of the board. 
A bill by Mr. Morrison erthpowers the Board 
of Education of New-York to retire upon half 


ave attained the age of 60 years and have 
taught 30 yearsin that City. The bill ema- 
nates from the College of the City of New- 
York, and Mr, Morrison was careful to say, 
when he introduced it, that he himself was 
not responsible for it, and that be did not de- 
sire to be considered in full accord with it. 
An anti-bobtail car bill by Mr. McClelland, of 
New-York, compels the street car companies 
to provide every car with a conductor as well 
as driver. The same member offered a bill 
giving the right to a defendant on trial for his 
ife to make the closing address to the jury. 
Mr. Robb offered the same bill already intro- 
duced in the Senate abolishing the Park Com- 
mission of New-York and appointing a Super- 
intendent of Parks at asalary of $5,000 per 
year. 

Mr. Hickman, of Erie, presented a bill au- 
thorizing the Canal Board to construct upon 
the entire length of the Erie Canal, in place of 
the existing locks, a tier of locks capable of 
containing water 10 feet in depth, and to 
deepen the canal one foot by dredging, so as to 
ge a a uniform depth of 10 feet. The board 
s further empowered to raise the bridges 
whereever necessary for the passage of light 
boats,"to Swiden such®parts as are not already 
5U feet in width, to. provide’an increased sup- 
ply of water, to straighter the curves, 
and to contract all the necessary work to the 
lowest bidder. Boats of certain proportions 
propelled by steam are permitted by the Dill 
to navigate the canal. The work authorized 
by the act must be completed before the open- 
ing of navigation in 1883, and for its payment 
a tax of 1 mill on the dollar of all the real and 
— property of the State is directed to 

levied. Tolls shall be abolished when the 
United States Government pays to this State 
a sum of money sufficient to cancel the canal 
debt and reimburse the State for all expenses 
incurred under the provisions of this act. 

The Assembly resolutions instructing our 
representatives in Congress to urge legislation 
for the care of destitute immigrants arriving 
at the port of New-York were concurred in 
by the Senate. Mr. Daly presented a memo- 

al and resolutions from the State Committee 
appointed by the Anti-Monopoly Utica con- 
ference, approving Mr. Daty’s proposition to 
suspend rule 16 and refer all bills introduced 
in the Senate directly to the Committee of the 
Whole. Mr. McCarthy, on a question of privi- 
lege, corrected a statement in some Anti-Mo- 
nopoly circular to the effect that he got freight 
carried over the Central railroad 40 per cent. 
cheaper than his neighbor competitors. He

THE PROPOSED CREATION OF A 
NEW STATE. 

A FAVORABLE REPORT ON THE DAKOTA BILL 
—THE NEW STATE TO BE GIVEN ONE 
REPRESENTATIVE IN CONGRE&S-—PRO- 
VISIONS FOR ESTABLISHING A GOVERN- 
MENT. 


WasHinGTon, Feb. 15,—The House Commit- 
tee on Territories adopted the report of the sub- 
committee to-day favoring the admission of the 
State of Dakota. The sub-committee prepared a 
substitute for the original bill, and Mr. Burrows, of 
Michigan, was instructed to report it with a recom- 
mendation for its passage. The bill provides that 
the new State shall consist of all the territory in- 
cluded within the following boundaries: Beginning 
at a point on the west line of the State of Minne- 
sota, where the forty-sixth degree of north latitude 


intersects the same; thence south along the west 
boundary lines of the States of Minnesota and Iowa 
to the point of intersection with the northern bound- 
ary line of the State of Nebraska; thence westerly 
along the northern boundary line of the State of 
Nebraska to the twenty-seventh meridian of longi- 
tude west from Washington; thence north along 
the said twenty-seventh meridian to the forty- 
sixth degree of north latitude; thence east along 
the forty-sixth degree of north latitude to the place 
of beginning. 

The bill also provides for a convention of 120 
delegates to be chosen by the legal voters within 
the prescribed circuits, who shall, on behalf of the 
people of the proposed State, declare that they 
adopt the Constitution of the United States, and 
shall then proceed to form a Constitution and State 
Government, provided that the Constitution shall 
be republican in form and make no distinction 
in civil or political rights on account of race 
or cclor, except Indians not taxed, and 
not be repugnant to the Constitution 
of the United States and tho principles of the 
Declaration of Independence, and provide further 
that the convention shall provide by an ordimance, 
irrevocable without the consent of the United 
States and the people of the said State, first, that 
perfect toleration of religious sentiment shall be 
secured, and no inhabitant of said State shall ever 
be molested in person or property on account of 
his or her mode of religious worship; second, 
that the people forever disclaim all right and title 
to the unappropriated public lands 
their boundaries, and to all lands owned or held by 
any Indians until the title thereto has heen extin- 
guished by the United States, and that the 
same shall be at the entire’ disposal of 
the United States. The bill provides for the sub- 
mission of the Constitution to the people for rati- 
fication, and upon its ratification, if in accordance 
with the requirements of this act, the President 
shall, by proclamation, declare the State of Dakota 
admitted into the Union upon an equal footing 
with the original States. Until the next census the 
State shall be entitled to one Representative, who, 
with the Governor and other officers, shall be elect- 
ed upon a day to be fixed by the Constitutional 
Convention. It sets apart lands foi sehool pur- 
poses and for an agricultural gollege, and 
gives the State 5 per centum of the 
proceeds of all sales of public lands with- 
in its limits subsequent to its admission 
as a State, excluding all mineral lands from being 
thus set apart for school purposes. It provides 
that that portion of the Territory not included in 
the proposed new State shall eontinue as a Terri- 
tory under the name of the Territory of North Da- 
kota, and all the provisions of the acts of Congress 
and of the Territorial Legislature not locally inap- 
plicable shall continue in full force and effect, and 
there shall be for said Territory a Governor, Secre- 
tary, Chief-Justice, and Associate Justices, United 
States Marshal, and District Attorney; that, until 
otherwise provided by the Territorial Legislature, 
the Governor may divide the Territory into judi- 
cial districts and assign Judges, and into 
20 Council and 650 Representative districts. 
The new State shallconstitute one judicial district, 
to be called the District of Dakota, and the Pres!- 
dent Bhail appoint a District Judge, Marshal, and 
District Attorney; and the District of Dakota shall 
be attached to the Eighth Judicial! Circuit, and a 
term of the Cirenit and District Court for said dis- 
trict shall be held at the State capital on the first 
Tuesday of May and October of each year. It de- 
fines the powers and jurisdiction of the courts,

for the transfer to the new courts of all cases pend- 
ing before the Territorial courts, and makes ap- 
propriation for defraying the expenses of the con- 
atitutional convention.

In the course of bis 
remarks Mr. Hines intimated that the prosecution 
of his clients by the Guvernment was the out- 
growth of private malice. Mr. Hines was followed 
by his associate, Mr. Totten, who reviewed the 
usages of the Post Office Department in the 
matter of bonds for bids and contracts, and 
said the proposition of . the prosecution 
amounted simply to an invitatidhn to the examining 
magistrate to interfere with and regulate the af- 
fairs of the Post Office Department. He asserted 
that if the defendants were sent to the Grand Jury 
they woulda be so sent on assumption and not on 
facts established. Judge Wilson next addressed 
the court on behalf of the defense, and in the 
eourse of his speech contended that the duties of 
the sitting magistrate were judicial. The court 
deciding his functions to be ministerial, Mr. Wilson 
defended his position so vigorously as to receivea 
sharp reprimand from the Judge for disrespect to 
the court. Mr. A. K. Browne closed the case for 
the defense, and the prosecution, having nothing 
to say in reply, the court announced that its deel 
sion would be rendered to-morrow. The court then 
adjourned. 
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TRESPASSERS FROM CANADA, 
BRIPISH INDIANS IN CAMP ON THIS SIDB OF 
THE BORDER IN MONTANA. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 15.—Capt. O, B. Reed, 
of the Eleventh Infantry, has communicated to the 
War Department, under date of camp on Poplar 
River, Montana, Jan. 14, the results of a scout 
made by his command, nominally for the purpose 
of hunting, but really with the object of ascertain- 
ing the numbers and locations of half-breeds and 
British Indians reported to be trespassing on the 
reservation. Capt. Reed says that he traveled 
abont 100 miles in three days, and found, wherever 


he went on Milk River, half-breeds and Creea, 
all in eomfortable log huts, clustered together 
in groups of frem two to a dozen or 
more. These camps extended along the river 
about 40 miles, beginning at a point on Rock Creek 
10 miles above its mouth and extending down that 
stream and Milk River to the mouth of Buggy 
Creek. There were about 200 famiiies, averaging 
six or eight persons each, all well supplied with am- 
munition and hides, the main herd of buffalo being 
near them, The buffalo are driven north of the 
Missouri River by white hunters and fall into the 
hands of these trespassers, who take good care to 
keep between them andthe ageney Indians, thus 
depriving the latter of an important part of their 
subsistenee, to which they are justly entitled, 
Capt. Reed also points out that these 
camps afford an _ excellent field for the 
operations of illicit traders, who are said to sell 
large quantities of liquor to the Indians. Upon the 
approach of strangers they cache their stores, 
thus escaping detection. Horses are stolen fre- 
quently from both whites and Indians, and the sit- 
uation causes much complaint among the agency 
Indians, who are almost wholly deprived of their 
usual supply of meat androbes this Winter from 
this cause. 

Gen. Terry, in transmitting the report, recom- 
mends that these camps be broken up and the In- 
dians driven across the border. Their presenee, he 
says, is aclear violation of law, and they are a mis- 
chievous and vicious class of Indians. Gen. Terry 
says: ‘ We have been throwing clods of earth at 
these people long enough. The time has arrived, I 
think, when we should begin to throw stones. But 
in view of the opinion expressed by the General of 
the Army, I hesitate to take any action whatever 
until it shall be expressly authorized by my supe- 
riors. I respectfully ask for instructions.”

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA IN CATTLE. 
REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMIBSION AP- 
POINTED TO INVESTIGATE THE DISEASE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The President to- 
day transmitted to the Senate the report of a com- 
mission appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury 
to report on the lung plague of eattle, or pleuro- 
pneumonia. The commission, compesed of Messrs. 
James Law, E. F. Thayer, and J. H. Sanders, have 
prepared an exhaustive history of the disease and 
the causes which led to its introduction and spread 
in this country. The ultimate source of lung 


plagues, the commission say, is not known. Upto 
the present time ‘+ has successfully eluded all in- 
vestigations, Like small-pox, measles, the piague, 
&e., cattle tony plague is onjy known as it is 
transmitted by its ewn contagious products. All 
historic records of lung plague betray its continuous 
existence in different parts of Europe, where it has 
prevailed from time immemorial, and show

WILLIAM MAY WIGHTMAN. 

Bishop William May Wightman, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, died fn Charleston, S. C., 
yesterday morning, after an illness of 18 months. 
He was bornin that city in 1808, and joined the 
chureh when barely 16 years of age. When 19 years 
old he was graduated at the Charleston College, 
and when 20 applied for admission to the Carolina 
Conference; was taken on trial, and was appointed 
to the Pee Dee Circuit. For several years he 
labored in this and neighboring fields, until 1834, 
when he was appointed agent of the Randolph 
Macon College. Three years later he was called to 
fillthe chair of English literature in that institu- 
tion. Being desirous, however, of resuming active 
religious life, he resigned the position and returned 
to Carolina. He was made Presiding Elder of a 
very important circuit, and, in 1840, was appointed 
the editor of the Southern Christian Advocate, 
which position he filled with marked ability. In 
1854 he was elected the President of the Wofford 
Coilege, holding that position for five years. He 
was then transferred to the Alabama Conference, 
and made Chancellor of the Southern University at 
Greensboro, Ala. He remained here for six years, 
(until 1866,) when, at the General Conference, he 
was made a Bishop. He wasa fine scholar, a pul- 
pit orator of rare power, and very popular.

N. Y¥., by Gen. Grant, and an exhibition of drill 
in field evolutions and the manual of arms. The 
boxes around the arena were filled with ladies and 
gentlemen, a large number of whom attended in 
full evening dress aud participated in the regi- 
ment’s reception to its friends and the dancingwhich 


succeeded it. Gen. Grant, with Col. Van Rensse- 
laer Cruger and Col. Fred Grant, was seated in the 
middie box on the south side of the garden, to 
watch the manceuvres of the regimental guard- 
mounting, which opened the evening’s entertain- 
ment and was carefully executed under the com- 
mand of Adjt. Murphy, with Capt. Burns as 
Officer of the Guard. In a box tothe left was

MUTUAL UNION TELEGRAPH. 
A TEMPORARY INJUNCTION TO RESTRAIN 
THE ISSUE OF STOCK. 


A temporary injunction restraining the Mu- 
tual Union Telegraph Company and its agents, the 
firm of George William Ballon & Co., bankers, 
from issuing its increased capital stock was grant- 
ed by Judge Arnoux, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday, in a suit begun against that corporation 
and its agents by Pliny H. Babbitt, of Providence, R. 
I. The order to show cause in the case is returnable 
to-morrow, when a motion will be made to con- 
tinue the injunction pending the litigation, The 


basis of the suit isan allegation that itis the pur- 
pose of the defendants to distribute $5,000,000 of 
the Mutual Union's stoek without consideration, 
and that if they are not interfered with they will 
carry out this purpose and thus injure the plaintiff, 
who claims to be a ho'der of some of the shares of 
the original capital stock of the corporation. This 
capital stock was $1,200,000, and the plaintiff, Bab- 
bitt, seeks to prevent stock for more than thatsum 
from being issued, asserting that the artieles of in- 
corporation of the Mutual Union limit and restrict 
its capital stock. ; 

Mr. George William Ballou, who is an officer as 
well as agent of the Mutual Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, said last night that the Babbitt sult was a 
malicious action designed to interfere with ths 
payment of subscriptions for the bonds of the 
corporation. Mr. Babbitt, he said. isa member of 
the firm of Cameron & Babbitt. of Providence, R. 
L., who are the agents in that cityof ths firm of 
Dun, Wiman & Co., of thia City. The latter firm, 
through Mr. Wiman, who is a Director of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, is opposed to the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company. A sait similar 
to the present one was begun some time 
ago in the United States eourts. here 
by Mr. Cameron. It did not move along rapidly 
enough, nor effect the immediate purposes of its 
abettors, and, therefore, Mr. Ballou said, Mr. 
Babbitt began his action in the Superior Court. 
Mr. Ballou explained that when the eapital stock 
of the Myiual Unien was increased from $1,200,000 to 
$10,000,000 it was determined, in accordance with 
the articles of incorporation, to give each 
purchaser of a _ one-thousand-dollar bond of 
company 41,000 of ita stoe until 


$5,000,000 of stock had been distributed. The 
bonds were thus put upon the market and were 
subscribed for, the subscriptions to be paid 
in 10 equal installments. The last of these 
installments was due yesterday. The malicious 
purpose of the Babbitt suit was to interfere, if = 
sible, with the payment of that installment. is 
purges Mr. Ballou said, bad not been effected. 
especting the allegations upon which are based 
the suits to prevent the Mutual Union from dis- 
tributing part of its capital stoek among its bond- 
holders, Mr. Ballou asserted that they were not 
only malicious, but frivolous, and he gave it as his 
opinion that the temporary injunction issued yes- 
terday will be set aside to-morrow. ‘The Mutual 
Union's scheme, ne deelared, was legal, and it 
weuld be shown to be so during the litigation.

AT THE NEW-JERSEY CAPITAL. 


SECRETARY KELSBY RENOMINATED—BREAK- 
ING & ‘‘ DRAL’’ IN JERSEY CITY. 

TRENTON, Feb, 15.—Gov. Ludlow surprised 
the Senate to-day by renominating Henry C. Kel- 
sey for Secretary of State. The surprise did not 
come of the fact that Mr. Kelsey’s name had been 
sent in, but that it should have been sent in at 
this time. For the last two or three weeks it had 
been understood that the Governor would with- 


hold Mr. Kelsey’s namé until the Supreme Court 
had decided the suit brought by the State against 
Mr. Kelsey to recover over $30,000 of moneys 
to which it is alleged he was not entitled. Itis in- 
timated that the nomination has been made with 
the certainty of its rejection, and that after the re- 
ge pe the Governor will feel that his obligations to 

r. Kelsey have been diseharged, and that he will 
hold himself at liberty to send in another name. 
Aceompanying the name of Mr. Kelsey was the 
name of Patrick H. Laverty, who was nominated 
for State Prison Keeper. Mr. Laverty was nom- 
inated for that position last Winter, but the Senate 
rejected him, along with Kelsey, and, as in the case 
of the Secretary of State, he was appointed to fill 
the vacancy. It is conceded on all hands that he 
has made anvexceptionally capable Keeper, and it 
itis likely that his nomination will be confirmed. 
A third nomination was that of ex-Senator Kirk, 
of Essex, for the bench of the Court of Errors, in 
place of Amzi Dodd. Woodruff’s nomination for 
Law Judge of Passaic County was confirmed. 

A very industrious attempt is being made by 
fome of the members to thwart, through legisla- 
tive action, a little political scheme to capture of- 
fices in Jersey City, that the people of that munici- 
pality view with no favor. The Jersey City Board 
of Finance’is composed of Messrs. Beach, Drohan, 
Smith, Tilden, and Haynes. By the city charter 
their appointment comes from the Board of Alder- 
men, and they, in turn, have the appointment of 
Corporation Counsel, Attorney, City Collector, 
and six City Assessors. The terms of 
Drohan, Tilden, and Haynes are about 
to expire. It is said that Aldermen 
Dazy and Berrian, two of the six Republicansin the 
board, have combined with the five regular Demo- 
cratic members to make some changes that will 
prove of advantage tosomeofthem. The “deal” 
is, some allege, to elect Alderman Dazy, President 
McGill, and Director Nitsch, of the Jersey City 
Board of Education, to fill the vacancies in the 
Finance Board. Thenthe newly constituted Board 
of Finance is to appoint Alderman Gannon, a Dem- 
ocrat, City Collector, in place of Mr. Love, who is 
one of the most trusted public servants in the city. 
Alderman Kelly, another in the combination, 
is to be repaid by the appointment of 
his brother as an Assessor; Alderman Pus- 
ter, another in the combination, is_ to 
be made Corporation Attorney in place of Allan 
McDermott, who is an unusually competent lawyer. 
It was intended to carry out the deal on Tuesday 
night, but Alderman Berrian was not present at 
the meeting. Berrian holds a position in the State 
prison, the gift of Keeper Laverty, a Democrat, 
and itis said that while Keeper Laverty gave bim 
his place in.order to secure his co-operation with 
the Democrats, the Keeper is not entirely satisfied 
with the shape affairs bave taken, and consequent- 
ly persuaded Berrian not to attend the Tuesday 
night meeting. To break the deal two bills have 
been introduced. One of these, which keeps 
McDermott in office as Corporation Attorney for 
two years, has already gone through the House, 
and yesterday Senator Paxten introduced an act 
whieh takes the appointment of the Board of 
Finance out of the hands of the Aldermen and 
places it in the hands of the Mayor. If this act 
goes through, and can be got through in time to 
head off the schemers, a good many incompetents 
will probably be kept out of office. 

Among the bills introduced into the Senate to- 
day was one providing for the appointment of four 
Oyster Commissioners, and the appropriation of 
$3,500 annually for three years for the propaga- 
tion of seed oysters. Mr. Hobart’s general water 
bill of last year was introduced into the House, as 
Was an act to compel the erection of fire-escapes 
onthe exteriors of factories. schools, and work- 
shops. A repealer of the District Court act was 
also introduced. Among the Senate bills passed 
was Mr. Stainsby’s act for the classifications of 
cities to facilitate legislation, and to increase the 
Chancellor’s salary from $10,000 to $15,000 per 
year. A bill to authorize the erection of a bridge 
over the Passaic between Essex and Hudson Coun- 
ties was first lost in the House, then reconsidered 
aud recommitted. 

In the Senate the bill to establish a State Re- 
formatory similartothe one at Elmira was lost, 
reconsidered, and laid over. Several other unim- 
portant bills were introdueed, and the Senate ad- 
journed until Monday evening. In the House, Mr. 
Fielder’s act repealing the law makiag a dis- 
orderly house where liquor is sold on Sun- 
day, after a long debate, was defeated. The 
amendment to the Conspiracy law, in the 
interest of trade unions, and the bill to 
repeal the act authorizing the publishing of law 
and equity reports were passed. A new milk bill, 
which does away with the State Milk Inspector, 
placing the duties of inspection on local Boards of 
Health, was discussed at length, and laid over until 
Monday night. A concurrent resolution was this 
evening adopted by the House te adjourn sine die 
on Friday, Mareh 3, noon, but the Legislature will 
probably hold over until the 10th or 17th.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 15.—William T. Pros- 
ser, a clerk in the Registry Department of the Post 
Office in this city, was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Gibbons to-day, charged with 
purloining money from a drawer in the Post Office. 
‘The evidenee was insufficient to make out a prima 
facie case against the accused man, and he was dis- 
charged. 


Detroit, Mich., Feb. 15.—A very bold and 
successful robbery was committed just before noon 
to-day in the County Treasurer’s office, in the City 
Hall, Treasurer Crosby alone being in at tbe time, 
which fact was doubtless fully understood betore- 
hand by the thieves. One man went in the office 
and desired to pay his taxes. Going to the window 
furthest from the door he called out the numbers 
at that window, and while the Treasurer was hunt- 
ing up the descriptions given a confederate of the 
thief stepped in at the door, which had been left 
ajar, hastily went to the money-drawer, took what 
biils could be grabbed, and fied. The noise of his 
operations attracted the notice of the Treasurer, 
who saw the thief as he disappeared though the 
door. An alarm was instantly given, but the thief 
escaped in the excitement of the moment, as did 
the man who pretended to pay his taxes. The 
amount taken was $770. 

PETERSBURG, Va., Feb, 15.—Gray Latham, 
a citizen of Weldon, N. C., was arrested at that 
place yesterday afternoon for killing Rufus Fields, 
colored, a few nights ago. He was taken to Hali- 
fax, N. C., Jast night, and there placed in jail to 
await trialat the next term of court. Latham 
killed Fields while the latter was stealing hogs 
from the premisesof T. L. Emery, by whom the 
former was employed as watchman. T, E, Clarke, 
another citizen of Weldon, and arrested on acharge 
of being implicated in the killing, has been admit- 
ted to bailin $500 for his appearance for trial. 
The arrests were made at the instance of a colored 
man who acted as Coroner at the inquest on the 
body of Fields. Much indignation is felt at Weldon 
in consequence of the arrests. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 15.—Ward McCon- 
key, one of the Deadmen’s Hollow outlaws who 
murdered George A. McClure near MeKeesport 
last August, was this morning convicted of murder 
in the first degree. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Commissioner 
af Internal Revenue has received a dispatch from 
Colleetor Umberstook, at Marshall. Texas, as fol- 
lows: ‘‘I have the honor to report the capture of 
an illicit distillery in Titus County and the arrest 
of 15 persons.”’ 

Revenue Agent Chipman, at Atlanta, Ga., tele- 
graphs to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
to-day as follows: ‘Deputy Collector Crawford 
destroyed two illicit distilleries complete and 2,000 


gallons of beer, and arrested two men in Cherokee

MR. 0. B, POTTER CENSURED 
es 
THE CORONER’S JURY ON THA 
PARK-ROW DISASTER. 
VIEWS OF THE JURY ON THE WHOLE CASA 
—CONDUCT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
COMMENDED — VARIOUS sUGGESTIONS 
AXD RECOMMENDATIONS, 


At 1:80 o’clock yesterday afternoon Coro 
ner Herrman delivered a charge to the jury in the 
recent Potter Building fire disaster. There wera 
in the community, he said, a mumber of people 
who were disposed to look upon such calamities 
as the work of the Almighty, but it was the jury’s 
duty to determine the measure of human responsi 
bility for the disaster, There did not appear te 
have been sufficient firemen or properly equipped 
apparatus at the fire, the excuse being for the for- 
mer shortcoming that the firemen were drawn off 
for other duty in serving notices and the like. This, 
the Coroner thought, was wrong, and he instructed 
the jary that it would be for them to assert wheth- 
er it would be proper forthe Fire Department to 
do other than regular fire duty, and whether it 
was wise to have the Fireand Building Lpart- 
ments consolidated as at present. The Coroner 
read the law as to’ fire-eseapes, and insisted that 
Mr. Potter should have taken all the precautions 
possible to make the destroyed building as safe as ha 
could. It was Mr. Potter’s duty to have voluntarily 


taken this step and not wait for the orders of any 
department or for the authorities to force him to 
introduce precautions. It was possible that the 
letter of the law might have been obeyed in thi 
case, but he (the Coroner) did not think the spirig 
of the law had been heeded. It would be for tha 
jurors to say at the same time, however, whethesz 
the Building Bureau was not censurable for negli< 
gence in not having adequate fire-escapes piaced 
on the burned building. If Mr. Esterbrook had not 
enough men or enough time to attend to such maté 
tera he should have said solongago. No publid 
officer had a right to shield himself from blame on 
the ground that he had not time or facilities. Th¢ 
Coroner referred to the alteration of the flues, and 
also to the erection of the elevators, and though 
that the jury might, with propriety, recommen 
that a law be enacted to prohibit the construction 
of elevators in such oockien that they would cut 
off the stairways as a means of exit in case of fire, 
It was a grave blunder to neglect to notify the 
proper authorities of these repairs, so that the lat 
ter might have cognizance and supervision of them. 
In conclusion, the Coroner urged the jury to pay 
heed especially to the testimony showing the in- 
sufficiency of the water supply at the nre, and reo- 
ommend, if they thought best, that measures ba 
taken to insure a more adequate supply. 

At the elose of the Coroner’s remarks, Mr. 
Townsend, counsel for Mr. Potter, asked that his 
Honor would read the portion of the law which 
says that the owner of a building shall put up such 
fire-escapes as are ordered by the Superintendent 
of Buildings. “That shields us,” the counselor 
said, as the section was read to the jurors. 

After a deliberation of over five hours, at # 
o’clock the members of the jury filed into the 
court-room and rendered the following verdict, 
whieh was read by the foreman: 

We, the jury, find that Robert T, Tredway, A. 
W. Harris, Joseph Cunningham, and Johanna 
Ryan came to their death by asphyxfa in, and 
Elien Bull and Richard S. Davy came to their death 
by jumping or falling from, the building known ag 
the Potter Building, situated on Park-row, Nassau 
and Beekman streets, on Jan. 31, 1882. 

We find that the fire originated in an overtaxed 
flue, near the front wall of Nassau-street; further- 
more, that this flue was improperly sonstructed 
and defective through age, and that a recess fora 
waste-pipe which was cut In close proximity to tha 
fiue after the completion of the building caused 
fracture in tbe side of the flue nearest to Nassau- 
street, and we censure the owner of the building, 
Mr. O. B. Potter, his agent, and employes for not 
making the usual application for repairs to the De 
partment of Buildings when the different altera 
tions were in contemplation, which would have 
eaused an inspection by an officer of the depar& 
ment, and which probably would have led to a dis 
covery of the imperfections in question which 
caused the disaste: and the deplorable loss of life. 

That the new elevator shaft which had been re- 
cently erected nearthe flue was undoubtedly a 
most efficient agent in distributing the flameg 
throughout the whole building, and in connection 
with this the jury condemn the practice of divids 
ing large buildings into small effices by wooden 
partitions. 

While the jury commend the conduct of the Fira 
Department on the occasion of the fire, we depre- 
cate the fact that the force was weakened by the 
absence of about 25 per eent. of its number, 
some of whom were engaged in a per- 
formance of duty not properly belonging 
to the Fire Department: we commend in a 
special manner the heroic conduct of Fireman Me- 
Taggart. attached to Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 1, in his efforts in saving the lives of those who 
escaped; also commend the successful efforts of 
Charles Wright, who, by his presence of mind in 
loosening a wire cable leading froma pole to the 
burning building. saved the lives of three persons. 

We recommend tbat where practicable the stairs 
and elevators in buildings be placed remote from 
each other and inclosed with fire-poof material. 

It is to be regretted that there wasso much de- 
lay in giving the first alarm of fire; this omission is 
especialiy cnargeabie to Mr. 8. Weir, the carpenter 
of the building, who was present and first aiscov- 
ered the fire and fied to the street without giving 
any notice to the occupants of the building. 

We further recommend that the Department of 
Buildings frame such laws for passage by the Le- 
gislature as shall provide for the proper construc- 
tion of furnace and boiler flues in new buildings 
to be hereafter erected, such laws to also provide 
for the frequent inspection of all fines at present 
used or to be used for heating purposes, with a 
view of reeommending such alterations as may be 
required, and with the proper penalties attached 
for ali violations. We also recommend that boiler 
or furnace flues shali not be placed in close prox- 
imity to stairs, elevators, or hoistings. 

We find further that the firemen were somewhat 
impeded in their operations by telegraph wires and 
a scarcity of water. 

In conclusion, while it appears that there was 
some means of escape provided to the roof bra 
ladder from the fifth story of the building, the jury 
do not consider that it was adequate as a proper 
fire-escape.

NOVEL POINT RAISED BY FITZPATRICK’s 
COUNSEL, 


. The General Sessions Court room was more 
densely crowded yesterday than on any day of the 
trial of ex-Police Officer Bernard F, Fitzpatrick for 
fhe murder of Police Officer Thomas J. Norton. 
The case for the prosecution having closed the pre- 
vious evening, counsel for the prisoner opened the 
case for the defense in along argument, in which 
he claimed that the shooting of Norton by Fitz- 
patrick was justitiable, or, at most, no higher grade 
of homicide than manslaughter in the third de- 
gree. The first witness called yesterday was 
Johanna Ryan, known as Blanche Milburn or “ Big 
Blanche,” in whose apartments at No. 44 Delancey- 
street the difficulty which culminated in the shoot- 
Ing of Norton began. She testified tnat Fitz- 
patrick, McCormack, Kennedy, and ierself were 
standing at the bottom of the stairs leading to 
her apartments when Officer Norton entered. Fitz- 
patrick hid behind a door, and Norton asked 
** Where is that reputed poliseman?’ Thereupon 
Fitzpatrick stepped forward, and Norton asked 
him to show his shield. Fitzpatrick replied that he 
had left it at the station-house. Norton, with his 


clenched fist then struck Fitzpatrick in the face, 
caught him by the lapel of his coat, shouting, 
“I'll see whether you are a policeman or not,” and 
dragged him through the hallway to the sidewalk. 
Norton then struck Fitzpatrick with his club and 
the latter felldown. While the prisoner was pros- 
trate, she said, Norton kieked and clubbed him 
repeatedly. Norton knocked him down a second 
time, and again kicked and clubbed him. The de- 
ceased officer then walked into the middle of the 
street, and the witness saw no more. In answer to 
the questions of counsel tor the defense, Blanche 
said she knew Norton well, aud that he was in the 
habit of coming to her room without being called. 

Frank McCormack, jointly indicted with Fitz- 
patrick as an accessory, testified that when Nor- 
ton entered the hallway of No. 44 Delancey-street 
pn the night of the murder, he said, ** Where is that 
sham policeman,”’ and John Kennedy replied that 
be was behind the door. When the party reached 
the sidewalk Norton had Fitzpatrick by the coat- 
collar. Norton asked the prisoner to show his 
shield, and then suddenly struck Fitzpatrick, 
knocked him down, drew his club, and 
struck him on the back. As Fitzpatrick 
was endeavoring to regain his feet, Nor- 
ton kicked him in the face. Both men 
then clinched and struggled to the curb-stone, 
where Norton again struck Fitzpatrick. The lat- 
ter staggered toward the railing, and then jump; 
ing backward into the street, said: “I tell you for 
the last time Iama policeman.” A shot was then 
fired immediately. Witness heard some person 
say ‘‘ Now you've got him, Barney.’’ Witness ex- 
claimed ‘* Look out, Barney; he’s goingto give it 
to you!” Witness swore that he had not stooped 
or picked up auything, and did not know that Ken- 
medy had. At the time of the shooting the men 
were about three feet apart, Norton having ad- 
vanced toward Fitzpatrick with upraised club. 
After Norton had first demanded Fitzpatrick’s 
shield in Blanche’s room he threatened to arrest 
the latter, but she said he could not do so without 
a Warrant. 

Counsel for the defense offered to prove by Wil- 
liam Wiegand, a furrier, of No. 105 Eldridge-street, 
that two weeks before the shooting witness had 
asked Officer Norton to arrest a woman who had 
robbed him; that Norton, on finding the woman 
was a friend of his, allowed her to go and assault- 
ed witness, cutting his head open. Counsel argued 
that he should be allowed to prove that Norton 
was of a quarrelsome and vindictive disposition. 
Assistant District Attorney O’Byrne opposed the 
admission of the testimony offered, arguing that it 
could oniy be admissible when it kad been proved 
that the deceaséd had threatened the prisoner, 

Judge Gildersleeve reserved his decision on the 
point raised, which is a novel onein murder trials, 
and the court adjourned until to-day.

ON TRIAL FOR KILLING HIS WIFE. 
WHO SHOT MRS. ELLEN O'CONNOR ?—TESTI- 
MONY IN THE CASE, 

Ellen O’Gonnor was found dead in her home, 
No. 404 East Fifty-ninth-street, on Oct. 0, 1881. She 
had been shot through the left lung, and the ball 
bad lodged in her spinal column. Her husband, 
John O’Conncr, an elderly man, was charged with 
having shot her. His trial was begun yesterday in 


the Court of Oyer and Terminer, before Judge 
Barrett. Assistant District Attormey Requier 
conducted the presecution and Mr. Theo- 
dore H. Swift the defense. The principal 
witness for the prosecution was Patrick 
Augiand, a son of the murdered woman 
by her first husband. He testified that on the day 
his mother was killed he and she drank some beer 
together. When his stepfather, O'Connor, “the 
prisoner, returned home he charged witness's 
mother with béing drank. She retorted by charg- 
ing him with marital infidelity, and he said he 
would fix her. Having uttered his threat, 
O’Connor entered the front room, and going 
to a chest unlocked it and took out 
a pistol Fearing that his step-father 
would shoot him, witness, who was lying on the 
sofa, covered his face and remained quiet. O’Con- 
nor went into the rear room and the witness soon 
afterward heard a pistol-shot. Hearing no other 
noise he went to sleep. He was aroused from his 
slumber by his step-father, who told him his mother 
was dying. He then saw his mother lying upona 
mattress in the room in which hethen was. Under 
cross-examination Augliand said he had no regular 
occupation; that he had frequently quarreled with 
his mother, and that he was once arrested and sent 
to the penitentiary for assaulting her. It was 
pointed out to him that his testimony upon the 
trial differed in some respects from that which he 

ave at the Coroner’s inquest, and he said he must 

ave been mistaken upon the former occasion. It 
became evident from the method of the cross-ex- 
Bmination that the defense of O’Connor would be 
hn attempt to show that Augland shot his mother 
and that O’Connor was guiltless. 

Mrs. Katy Hewes, a daughter of the murdered 
woman and a sister of the witness Augland, testi- 
fied that she had often seen in the possession of 
O’Connor the pistol with which the murder is said 
to have been done. A boy named John Ryan tes- 
tified that he found this pistol hidden between two 
fences in the yard back of the building in which 
the murder was committed. Mary Morrison, a 
sister of the murdered woman, swore that O’Con- 
nor acknowledged to her that he had shot his wife, 
but said he intended to charge Augland with the 
crime because he was & younger man and could 
better stand the punishment for it. The trial will 
be continued to-day.

A FRUIT IMPORTER FAILS. 
Charies F, Hardy, trading as Charles F. 
Mardy & Co., importers of fruits at No. 140 Pearl- 
street, made au assignment yesterday to Jobn C. 
Giles, of the firm of Lawrence, Giles & Co., giving a 
preference to the Netherland Trading Society for 
advances the amount of which was not mentioned 


in the deed. The failnre was the subject of much 
comment in trade circles yesterday, as Mr. Hardy 
bad enjoyed good credit and had very influential 
pnd wealthy relatives, his father being the Hon. 
Alpheus Hardy, of Boston, who was one of the 
largest fruit importers in this country. He retired 
from business in November, 1876, and Charles F. 
Hardy sueceeded io the business in this City, the 
atter’s brother carrying on a similar busiaess in 
oston. Mr. Hardy, the assigner, is a well-known 
member of the Union League Cluo of this City. The 
circumstances attending the failure are shrouded 
{n considerable mystery, and several of the cred- 
{tors who were seen yesterday said they had been 
unable to learn any particulars. One of them said 
the failure was the result of losses on grain specu- 
lations. Mr. Giles, the Assignee, could give no par- 
ticulars, as he did not know them himself. as the 
assignment was very sudden and he aceepted it on 
the request of Mr. Hardy’s relatives. He thought 
most of the liabilities were on foreign acceunt. At 
the office of Mr. Hardy it was stated that he had 
not been down town during the day and was at 
home sick, and that the cause of the failure was 
the disappearance of a certain party. The gentle- 
man in charge would give no further explanation 
of it, but when asked if the disappearance was in 
the nature of a defalcation, he said positively that 
it was not, but was a “financial collapse.” He 
said the house had been exporting grain to Europe.

ACTION OF THE FIRE COMMISSIONERS TO 


PREVENT DISASTROUS CONFLAGRATIONS 


Chief Hugh Bonner, of the Ninth Battalion 
of the Fire Department, was recently directed by 
the Fire Commissioners to make an inspection of 
Blackwell’s, Wara’s, and Randall’s Islands for the 
purpose of making a report in regard to the fire ser- 


vice which they required. His report was made 
yesterday, and aresolution was adopted by the Fire 
Commissioners directing the Chief of the depart- 
ment to detail three retired firemen with a chem- 
ical engine, hook and ladder truck, hose, and the 
necessary implements for extinguishing fire to each 
of the three islands. The Commissioners of Chari- 
ties and Correction and of Emigration are to pro- 
vide the necessary quarters forthe men and their 
apparatus. A copy of the resolution was sent to 
the Mayor. Commissioner Hess, of the Department 
of Charities and Correction, said that there were 
on the fslands, including Hart's, 11,626 per- 
sons. The department of which he is a 
Commissioner had been more concerned about 
the possibility of fire in any one of 
their institutions then iu any other department of 
their work. The windows on all the institutions 
for the confinement of criminals and insane pa- 
tients are heavily protected externally by iron 
bars. If a fire were to break out and attain any 
headway in one of these buildings there might be 
a disastrous loss of life. Therefore, when Com- 
missioner Brennan had_ periodically offered a reso- 
lution calling on the Fire Department for addi- 
tional protection in case of fire, Mr. Hess said 
he had always given his hearty approval 
to the suggestion. In the meantime, however. 
the Commissioners of Charities had taken all 
proper precautions in their power. Hose had been 
placed on every flsor of every institution, and the 
employes were frequently drilled and instructed in 
its use. Several smail fires in the buildings had al- 
ready been extinguished in this manner. Still, in 
spite of all precautions, there had been two disas- 
trous fires among the department buildings. One 
of them occurred on Manhattan Island, and was, 
of course, accessible to the Fire Department, with- 
out aid from the Commissioners of Charities, but 
the other—the burning of the Homeopathic 
Hospital—was on Ward's Island, While he 
did not think it could have been saved, 
yet there was some reason for argument that it 
might have been saved by skilled firemen detailed 
on the island. Commissioner Brennan said that 
there were on the islands a steam fire engine, hook 
and ladder truck, two hand engines, a chemical 
engine, and four hose carts which were worked by 
employes of the department. At the foot of Six- 
ty-second-street, East River, was a wide sluice- 
way by which steam fire engines could be run 
down to one of the department steamers and 
taken to Blackwell’s Island. A similar sluice- 
way at One Hundred and _ Sixteenth-street 
rovided access for steam fire engines to 
Ward’s and Randall's Islands. The department 
steamers Minnehannonck and Bellevue were also 
provided with powerful steam pumps, and could 
render valuable aid in extinguishing fire. Steam 
was kept up night and day by their engineers in 
order that they might be ready for use in cases of 
emergency.

THE IMAGINARY VICTIM OF THE PERSECU 


TIONS OF THE PRINCESS DE JOINVILLE. 


Among the prisoners brought before Justice | 


Kilbreth, at the Jefferson Market Police Court, yes- 
terday morning, wasa decently attired, intellizent- 
looking man, who had been arrested at 4 o’clock in 
the morning foracting in a disorderly manner in 
front of the New-York Hotel. He gave his name 
as Robert Francis, and said that he was a native of 
France, 85 years of age, and lived nowhere in par- 
ticular. He looked like a student, wore eye-glasses, 
and his face was smoothly shaven. He appeared 
cool and collected, spoke rationally, and there was 
nothing about his appearance or manner to indi- 
cate that his mind was unbalanced. Patrolman 
Gray, of the Fifteenth Precinet, said that he found 
Francis endeavoring to make his way into the

night watchman, and his conduct was 
lent that the officer was compelled to 
him to the _ station-house. He mede 
and when arraigned at 
bar admitted the truth of the complaint made by 
the policeman, but said that he desired to make a 
counter-charge against the officer and a number of 
other persons who were engaged in a conspiracy 
against him. In acalmand apparently rational man- 
ner he went on to say that prominent in this con- 
spiracy was the Princess de Joinville, who perse- 
euted him and kept him out of possession of rents, 
lands, hereditaments, and appurtenances valued at 
over a million of dollars. When asked what he 
was doing at the hotel, he said that he was trying 
to see the Princess de Joinville, who was a guest 
there under the name of Mrs. Morse. In answer to 
questions by the Judge he said: ‘‘I am not living 
anywhere. I came from Lewiston, Me., four 
or five months ago. I lived there 14 or 15 
years My mother told me when I came 
to this City to apply to Mrs. Skidmore, 
a very wealthy lady, who has charge of the Five 
Points House of Industry. My mother to!d me 
that she would receive me with open arms and 
would provide for me. Mrs. Skidmore is the widow 
of the late Louis Philippe. I was born in Wor- 
mandy, and all my estates and possessions are in 
that part of the kingdom of France. My uncle is 
Robert, Duke of Normandy, andIam the heir to 
the dukedom of Normandy and all the possessions 
appertaining thereto, and the Princess de Joinville 
and others have entered into a conspiracy to keep 
me out of my estates. I want these eharges thor- 
oughly investigated, and I can prove all! I claim.” 
As it was apparent that the man was deranged, 
Justice Kilbreth eommitted him tothe Tombs for 
examination. .

THE WINDSOR THEATRE WALLS. 

The inquiry to determine whether or not the 
walls of the Windsor Theatre, in the Bowery, 
whieh are alleged to be unsafe, should be allowed

Chambers, yesterday. Napoleon Le Brun, an ar- 
chiteet, who examined the building as an expert, 
testified that its walls are bulged in numerous 
places, and that the easterly and westerly walis 
are unsafe and should be taken down. Patrick 
McGloin and Michael F. Cusick aiso testified that 
the walls mentioned were out of plumb and 
unsafe. In opposition to this testimony, which 
was given in behalf of the Fire Department, 
Cornelius Callahan, E. T. Hatch, Samuel E. Good- 
win, Frederick Claque, John L. Murtha, and ex-Su- 
perintendent A. J. Dudley and Walter W. Adams, 
of the former Department of Buildings, testified that 
as arehitects and builders they considered the walls 
of the theatre to be safe, as they are now braced, 
and some of them insisted that the walls were not 
unsafe before they were shored up. John A. Stev- 
ens, the manager of the theatre, testified that he 
remembered when Patrick McGloin inspected the 
building for the Fire Department, and that that 
person then said that the people counected with 
the building were ** more frightened than hurt,” 
the inference from which remurk was that the 
walls of the theatre were not unsafe. Judge Van 
Brunt reserved his decision. Mr. W. L. Findlay 
appeared for the Fire Department, and Messrs. E.

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AID FOR JEWISH REFUGEES. 


A MEETING IM PHILADELPHIA TO PROVIDE 
FOR THEIR RELIE?. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 15.—A public meeting 


of Christians and Jews was held at the Mayor's 
office this afternoon to make provision for the Jew- 
ish refugees from Russia now on their way to this 
port, and expected here about Feb. 2%. The Hon. 
Horatio Gates Jones called the meeting to order, 
and Mayor King presided. Anthony J. Drexel was 
elected Treasurer. Mr. Dropsie said that those 
who had read the newspapers were aware that the 
Russian people, not the Russian Government, had 
heaped upon these Jews indignities and outrages 
which could not be borne. One hundred thousand 
had been despoiled of their homes. Women had 
been outraged, and other barbarities which igno- 
rance and bigotry only could devise had been per- 
petrated. In orderto save their lives a great many 
had fied to foreign shores. Up to the present 
time about 2.600 have arrived in New-York. 


Philadelphia had agreed to take one-tenth of 
this number. The Hon. Horatio Gates Jones 
said that before May there would be 10,000 more 
of the refugees arriving here. ‘The Jews, he said, 
bad been the cause of prosperity wherever they 
went. More than $80,000,000 of their property bad 
been swept away, and more than 70,000 outrages 
committed within the past month. The Rev. R. D. 
Harper said he wished to speak for himself and the 
Christian ministry for these downtrodden and op- 
pressed people. He thought it was time for this 
Government to say to the Russian Government 
that these outrages must stop. Resolutions were 
adopted appealing to benevolent citizens for aid, 
reqnesting our Congressmen to obtain from 
the Federai Government a ‘protest against 
the treatment now inflicted upon the Jews 
in Russia, and to appeal to the  Rus- 
sian Government for the protection of 
these people, and slso expressing sympathy with 
the sufferers. The sum of $5,170 was subscribed 
to-day, aud it was agreed to hold another public 
meeting. The Mayor has received a letter from 
President Roberts, of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, in reply to one addressed to him by the 
Mayor, stating that the company will be pleased to 
comply with the request for the temporary use of 
the main room of the old passenger station at 
West Philadelphia by the liussian refugees.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, tn this region, warmer, fair weather, 
followed by increasing cloudiness, winds mosily 
southerly, stationary or lower pressure. 

When the Democratic State Senators re- 
covered from their bewilderment last evening 
they discovered that the resolution restoring 
the rule which gives the Lieutenant-Governor 
authority to appoint the standing commit- 
tees did not receive the vote  neces- 
sary for its passage, as it requires 
a majority of the whole Senate to 
change a rule. It seems to be doubt- 
ful whether this discovery will be of any 
avail to undo the action of yesterday, as the 
Lieutenant-Governor is said to take the 
ground that the resolution having been de- 
clared adopted and so recorded without 
objection it must stand, and he will refuse 
to entertain an appeal from his declaration 
of the result of the vote. Should he con- 
clude to yield the point and entertain a mo- 
tion to correct the record, there will be just 
enough Republican and Tammany Senators, 
if all are present and voting, to give the 
resolution the necessary majority. There 
remains the possibility that Democrats who 
are paired may absent themselves to prevent 
a full Republican vote, but this is offset by 
the possibility that Republicans may not 
feel bound by their ‘‘ pairs’’ if advantage is 
taken of them for such a purpose. In any 
case, it seems probable that the action of 
yesterday will stand or be repeated in a form 
that cannot be questioned. 





The ‘‘ consolidated sub-committees’’ hav- 
ing in charge the project of subsidizing 
American steam-ship lines for ocean mail 
service have intrusted to Mr. HerRNaNnDo 
De Soro Mongy, of Mississippi, the task 
of preparing a bill providing for the encour- 
agement of American commerce to the ex- 
tent of $25,000,000. The bill will pass 
through the three stages of preparation, sub- 
mission to the consolidated sub-committees, 
and reference to the three full Committees 
on Post Offices, Commerce, and Naval Af- 
fairs, and it is presumed that a favorable 
report from each of these three bodies 
will carry with it more than usual 
weight. The bill will undoubtedly be 
worthy of the name and fame of its pu- 
tative parent—a Southern Democrat who 
goes in for the old flag and an appropriation 
and is sure to command the support of 
those Representatives who are anxiously 
looking for the means of relieving a plethoric 
national Treasury. Its progress will as cer- 
tainly be noted with particular care by that 
numerous public outside of Congress who 
see in all such schemes merely an excuse for 
jobbery and a cover for plunder. The high 
tariff men who try to strangle foreign com- 
merce with one hand while professing to 
“promote” it with the other must take 
their choice of being convicted of gross 
foolishness or palpable knavery.

For breadth and boldness of conception, 
the subsidy jobbers must give placeto the 
canal promoters, meaning by that the advo- 
cates of the various schemes of improved in- 
land water communication. Standing alone, 
the Mississippi improvement appropriation 
would dwarf all the rest, but if, as 
Senator GoRMAN, of Maryland, remarks, 
the interests of one great section of the 
country can be dovetailed with those of 
another by securing the construction of the 
Hennepin Canal in the North-west, the 
Florida Canal in the South, and the 
Delaware and Chesapeake Canal in 
the East, we should have a _ log- 
rolling combination good for at least 
$100,000,000, and more probably $150, - 
000,000, of public money. When other 
Eastern and Western projectors have pooled 
their issues and the interests of the

. ‘pides, we shall have a programme of in-

Arrears of Pensions act, and one whose exe- 
cution would relieve us of all anxiety about 


the disposition of surplus revenues for ten 
years to come. ; 


There is evidentiy a large majority cf the 
members of the House in favor of recom- 
mitting for the purpose of radical amend- 
ment the apportionment bill reported 
by the Censtis Committee. For all 
practical purposes, 4herefore, the speech- 
making on this subject which consumed 
the whole of yesterday’s session was so 
much waste of time. Amid a good deal 
of irrelevant nonsense, however, there were 
gleams of sense tending to show a dawning 
perception in the House of the absolute ne- 
cessity of confining the work of legislation 
within manageable limits. Mr. Joycn’s 
recommendation that the consideration 
of private bills be prohibited was sec- 
onded by Mr. Hewirr’s suggestion that 
private claims should be removed to some 
other tribunal, while the former went to the 
root of the unbusiness-like methods of the 
House by proposing to abolish the Congres- 
stonal Record, so that there might be less 
temptation to indulge in speeches, Mr. 
TILLMAN, the representative of the Edgefield 
district in South Carolina, made the startling 
proposal of a House of 600 members and a 
Senate of 300, so that both, or either, might 
be made ‘‘a. Gibraltar impregnable to 
bribery or intimidation.’’ As Mr. Trnuman 
believes that universal suffrage leads to uni- 
versal damnation, the political tactics of the 
South Carolina Democracy must, presum- 
ably, be justified on the same grounds as the 
persecution of religious heretics by those 
concerned about their salvation. 


It is expected that the Senate to-day will 
reach a vote on Mr. Epmunps’s Anti-Po- 
lygamy bill, and it is likely that the bill will 
pass. The joint resolution passed by the 
House prohibits a polygamous person from 
taking a seat’ in the House as a Territorial 
Delegate. The Edmunds Dill disqualifies 
polygamous persons from voting or holding 
office in the Territories. In each of these 
measures it is provided that previous 
conviction by a court of competent juris- 
diction shall not be- required to estab- 
lish the polygamous character of the 
accused. This feature of the Edmunds bill 
was criticised in the debate yesterday, and 
serious question was raised as to the right of 
Congress to give to a Board of Commission- 
ers the power to determine the qualifications 
of voters. This point, however, is not likely 
to hinder the passage of the bill. It has been 
conceded that Congress has supreme author- 
ity over a Territory, even to the repealing 
of the law by which the Territory was origi- 
nally called into existence. It must be ad- 
mitted that the Edmunds Dill is a harsh 
remedy for polygamy. But then the disease 
in Utah has gone beyond remedies that are 
not more or less heroic. 








TAMMANY AND THE REPUBLI- 
CANS. 

Whether Mr. Patrerson and his political 
advisers broke faith with Tammany in mak- 
ing up the Assembly committees is a ques- 
tion about which the Republicans need have 
little concern. The Speaker’s disclaimer 
and explanation are certainly not wholly 
free from a suspicion of bad faith. He 
seems to admit that there was some sort of 
an understanding, though he does not agree 
with the Tammany men as to its precise 
terms, but on his admission there was a very 
distinct consideration to be allowed in the 
composition of the Committees on Cities 
and Railroads in return for the Tammany 
support of the caucus candidate for Speaker 
and of the other candidates to be newly 
agreed upon. After the Speaker had been 
chosen the Tammany members held back 
from the support of the other candidates to 
await the announcement of the committces, 
on account of an intimation, as they claim, 
that faith was not to be kept with them. 
Mr. Patrrerson, according to his own 
version of the affair, took this action as in 
itself a violation of the understanding, which 
he regarded as therefore no longer binding 
upon him, and he proceeded to make up the 
committee lists without regard to the Tam- 
many claims. The bargain itself, if it ex- 
isted, was sufficiently discreditable, and the 
mutual distrust of the Democratic factions, 
which was doubtless well founded, produced 
a result that was still more so. It demon- 
strated, at all events, that there was no fur- 
ther hope of a coalescence of factions which 
had no confidence in each other and which 
were brought into more violent antagonism 
than ever before. 

But the sequel is one which very seriously 
concerns the Republicans. The disappoint- 
ed Tammany Assemblymen proceeded yes- 
terday to cast their votes for the Republican 
candidate for Clerk. So far as appears on 
the surface, this was the result of no bargain 
or understanding, and these men could 
hardly have been prevented from disposing 
of their votes to suit themselves, whether 
their motive was revenge or a lively 
sense of favors to come. The bulk of 
the Assembly patronage remains to be dis- 
tributed, and it is not in the nature of Tam- 
many men to continue their support of Re- 
publican candidates without expectation of 
reward. They cannot force an alliance with 


the Republicans unless the latter choose to. 


accept if, and to enter into an understanding 
with them which shall in any way affect 
legislation, especially that which relates to 
the administration of affairs in this City, 
would be far worse than any possible em- 
barrassment that could follow a refusal to 
pay any regard to their claims for a share of 
patronage. 

The course of he Tammany members in 
helping to elect Mr. Jonnson as Clerk of 
the Assembly was preceded by correspond- 
ing action in the Senate, where Messrs. 
Boyp, Grapy, and TrEaxor gave their 
votes for the Republican proposition 
to restore the rule authorizing the 
Lieutenant-Governor to appoint the com- 
mittees. The coincidence is somewhat 
suspicious, but here again there is no out- 
ward evidencg-of any bargain or understand- 
ing. The action in both houses may have 
proceeded from no previous negotiations, 
but it is hardly possible that it had no future 
consideration in view. It is stated, indeed, 
that a coalition was arranged by the some- 
what notorious lobbyist, A. D. BARBER, and 
the equally notorious representative of the old 
canal ring, J. J. BELDEN, on one side, and 
Mr. Fran« B. Sprxoua, the hlatant fugler 
of Tammany Hall, on the other. But it is 
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tolerably certain that if any Republican 
members of either house stooped to hold 
conference with these men in regard to the 
organization of the Senate their action was 
taken without the knowlcdge or consent of the 
body of their colleagues. If there was any 
understanding between them it can have no 
binding effect upon the Republicans of the 
Senate or the Assembly, and it ought to be 
repudiated atonce. What influence it may 
have on the Lieutenant-Governor remains to 
be seen. He is now charged with the duty 
of appointing standing committees for the 
Senate. It is to be hoped that his action in 
that regard will be trammeled by no pledges 
to Tammany, and it is especially desirable 
that that organization shall have no predomi- 
nating influence in the Committee on Cities. 

The alliance, so far as it goes, seems to be 
between Joan Keuzy and ‘Jim’ BELDEN, 
and it affords another illustration of the 
strange political gyrations through which 
the present Tammany chieftain has gone. 
In the light of recent events, it is a curious 
reminiscence that in 1874 Mr. Kewuy ap- 
peared as the champion of TILDEN as a 
candidate for Governor against Chief-Judge 
Cuaurcn, of the Court of Appeals, and his 
main ground of opposition to the latter was 
his alleged friendly relations to the canal 
ring. Mr. Kewuy protested that Tammany 
was thoroughly reformed. and in sympathy 
with allreform, and among the alliances of 
the old Tweed Ring which it keld in particu- 
lar detestation was that with the canal 
ring. His confidential henchmen now ap- 
pear engaged in an effort to bargain 
with the Republicans through “ Jm’’ Bet- 
DEN, no doubt in the hope of mutual bene- 
fits for their chief and the old representative 
of canal contracts and corruption. Whatever 
assurances BELDEN may have given in ail 
probability rested on his hope of exerting 
an influence to give them effect and not on 
any previous consultation with Republican 
Senators. It will be a perilous thing for Mr. 
Hosk1ns or the Republicans of cither house 
to consent to carry out any bargain made for 
them with Tammany Hall by such an 
unauthorized agent as Mr. BrenpEn. Thus 
far the Republican Party has not been com- 
promised by the disgraceful wrangling and 
dickering that has delayed legislation these 
seven weeks, It has been brought toa crisis 
which it could not well avoid by yesterday’s 
action of the Tammany men, but it can pass 
it with safety by simply refusing and insist- 
ing that the Lieutenant-Governor shall re- 
fuse to make any terms with them whatever. 
In no other way can it keep clear of disas- 
trous entanglements, which it will be to its 
advantage to leave entirely to its opponents, 


CERTIFYING BROKERS’ CHECKS. 

The introduction by Senator Brox of a 
bill to punish by fine and imprisonment the 
false certification of checks by any national 
bank officer has attracted a good deal of at- 
tention in this City and some throughout 
the country. The extent of the practice is 
not generally known. Mr. Becr’s remark 
that it sometimes reached $100,000,000 
daily is fully sustained 
ble statistics. It is confined to the 
City of New-York, and practically to 
some dozen banks, known among business 
men as ‘‘ brokers’ banks.’”’ 
there areas many more which certify checks 
without a money deposit back of them toa 
greater or less extent. The remaining banks, 
constituting fully one-half of those forming 
the Clearing-house Association, do not fol- 
low this practice at all, or to a merely nomi- 
nal amount. The over-certification which 
is the basis of Mr. Becx’s bill is, therefore, 
confined practically to about one-fourth of 
the banks of the City of New-York. Its 
total amount fis, however, very great. 
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Besides these, 


Judge FoueeEr, in his letter to the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, expresses 
the opinion that Mr. Bzcx’s bill is entirely 
proper, since it merely attaches a definite 
penalty to the willful violation of a statute 
already in existence. He is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether there is any present necessity 
for its passage, because the certifications 
which are now unquestionably made are 
‘*made under such arrangements or agree- 
ments as are deemed by the banks and 
their counsel to bring the act of certifi- 
cation into harmony with the letter 
of the statute.’’ If the ‘‘ present necessity’’ 
for the Beck bill depends upon the validity 
of the arrangements here referred to, we 
should say that a pretty strong case of ne- 
cessity could be made out. Wedo not be- 
lieve that any arrangements have been made 
or can be made which would bring the 
certification of a check within the letter 
of the law when the drawer has 
not ‘‘On deposit with the (banking) asso- 
ciation, at the time such check is 
certified, an amount of money equal to the 
amount specified in such .check.’’ The 
language of the statute on this point is per- 
fectly clear and apparently conclusive, as 
any one can see who will look at section 
5,208 of the Revised Statutes. Now, the or- 
dinary practice to which Mr. Brcx’s bill is 
unquestionably directed is the certification 
of brokers’ checks, to enable the latter to 
pay for securities, which, it is true, 
they usually promise to promptly de- 
posit, and, as a matter of fact, do 
deposit, with the certifying bank, unless in 
lieu thereof the money is deposited or its 
equivalent in checks. It is generally con- 
ceded by bankers and brokers that this pro- 
ceeding isin form and substance a distinct 
violation of the letter and spirit of the law. 
It is contended, in justification of it, that 
the law is unnecessdry and impracticable; 
that no real risk is incurred by the banks; 
that no loss has ever accrued from this 
cause; that the practice is necessary to the 
transaction of the business of the Stock Ex- 
change, and that if it were effectively pre- 
vented by the Government some device 
would be adopted which would permit its 
practical continuance. 


These arguments do not seem to us to 
touch the question of the Government’s duty 
in the matter. The law should either be 
enforced or repealed. The statute-book of 
the United States should contain no en- 
actments that have become, or are permitted 
to remain, a dead letter. But of the two 
alternatives experience shows that repeal is 
the better. It is entirely useless for the 
Government, with the instrumentalities at 
its command, to undertake to enforce 
a law which, involving so large an 
amount of money every day, is not ap- 
proved, much less actively supported, by 
those immediately interested. The spectacle 


of the Government acting the part of gu 

ian for the interests of hundreds of active 
business men, whose fortunes to the extent 
of millions are exposed to risk, when these 
gentlemen refuse to raise a finger or to utter 
a whispering protest against the practice 
which the law condemns, is one which 
would not add to the dignity or usefulness 
of the Government. Every one knows that 
the business of the Stock Exchange, as at 
present carried on, is accompanied with 
considerable risk. The operations are at all 
times more or less hazardous; at times they 
are very hazardous. Millions of money 
are staked upon a peculiar form of gam- 
bling, and fortunes are won and lost by 
fluctuations which have no more connec- 
tion with the legitimate business of the 
country than the turn of a triplet of dice. 
A very large part of the so-called purchases 
and sales of which this gambling consists 
are made by brokers who rely on “‘ margins,” 
more or less actual, supplied by their prin- 
cipals. A very sudden and considerable 
fallin values may at any moment wipe out 
a good many of these margins, and, if a 
genuine panic follows, numbers of the 
brokers might be unable to meet their 
obligations. The banks of New-York 
to the extent of one-fourth, or one- 
third, are in the habit of sharing 
the brokers’ risks. The remaining two- 
thirds or three-fourths practically aid them 
in so doing, and, because of the close solid- 
arity existing between the associated banks, 
consent to themselves participate in the 
danger. So far they have escaped any 
serious consequences. The probability is 
that they will continue to escape. But 
the danger exists; it involves many millions 
of capital, and credit still more precious. If 
those who are exposed to it—shrewd, 
capable business men—chose to put 4 
stop to the practice which produces the 
danger, they could do so. If they do not 
choose, it is supreme folly for the United 
States Government to step in, and with its 
clumsy, dilatory, feeble machinery, with its 
prosecuting attorneys, its grand and petit 
juries, its lower and higher courts, and all 
their long line of arguments, motions, ob- 
jections, postponements, decisions, and ap- 
peals, to try to protect the men who will not 
protect themselves. When the Government 
has provided proper means for securing sub- 
stantial justice as between business men, 
it may very well pause and allow its citizens 
to employ the power which they alone 
possess to ward off evils which the Govern- 
ment may prohibit and threaten to punish, 
but which it is practically helpless to abolish. 


A POINTLESS VERDIJCT. 

The result of the inquest into the causes of 
the late disastrous fire in Park-row is disap- 
pointing, so far as the verdict of a Coroner’s 
jury can disappoint anybody. Mr. Porrsr, 
the owner of the burned building, may 
think that he comes off very well, con- 
sidering the circumstances. The Fire 
Department and equipment may 
not merit great praise; they do not 
receive much blame. Coroner HERRMAN 
undoubtedly expected a different verdict 
from that which was rendered. In his 
charge to the jury he said that the unfortu- 
nate persons who perished in the fire did not 
contribute to their death by their own acts, 
nor should we hold Providence responsible 
for their sudden taking off. Their death 
was attributable to the acts of men, or to 
their carelessness; and whoever should be 
found responsible for this loss of life should 
be presented without hesitation, prejudice, 
or sympathy. The Coroner called attention 
to the lack of men and equipments at the time 
of the fire, and said that these deficiencies were 
chargeable to the fact that a part of the men 
were detailed on other duty. This feature 
of the case would call for possible censure, 
as well as for recommendations for the fu- 
ture guidance of the proper authorities. As 
for Mr. Porrer’s direct responsibility, the 
Coroner very properly forbore making any 
comments except to say that it was for the 
jury to determine whether the work in the 
building that had been superintended by the 
owner should not have been committed to a 
skilled mechanic. 
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Thus far, the Coroner. The jury bring in 
avery mild and inconclusive verdict, not- 
withstanding the somewhat pointed charge 
of Mr. Hegerman. They find that the fire 
originated in an overtaxed flue in the base- 
ment, and that the flue was defective 
as well as overtaxed. The jury censure 
Mr. Potter and his agents and em- 
ployes for their failure to inform 
the Building Department of the repairs 
and alterations going forward in the build- 
ing and to secure official permission for 
their being made. They also find that the 
new elevator shaft in the Potter Building 
materially aided in the rapid distribution of 
the flames. This is about all that the jury 
find to say concerning the building, except 
that the means of escape provided were in- 
adequate. Regarding the Fire Department, 
the jury regret that 25 per cent. of its mem- 
bership was detailed on other duty at the 
time of the fire, although individual acts of 
heroism and bravery are applauded. The 
recommendations of the jury are just what 
have been made by Coroners’ juries in simi- 
lar cases from time immemorial, and have 
no special pertinency now. Everybody 
knows that boiler flues should not be placed 
near elevator shafts and hatchways, and 
that the laws regulating the construction of 
such appurtenances should be enforced. 


According to the evidence, the flue from 
which the fire was communicated to the 
building was not originally intended for the 
use to which it was put by Mr. PoTTEr. 
It was further shown that the flue was so 
overheated that, although the furnace was 
in the basement, a man could not bear his 
hand on the flue in the fifth story, and that 
there was wood-work near to, if not built 
against, this overheated fire-duct. It is also 
in evidence that two of the tenants (Messrs. 
Beacw and CLARK) personally called the 
attention of Mr. Porrrr to the alarming 
condition of things in the building, just 
before the fire. To Mr. Cuarx Mr. PoTTER 
said that his time was so much oc: 
cupied that he was obliged ‘‘to leave 
such things to others.’””’ To Mr. Beacn he 
said, ‘‘I think that the building is perfectly 
safe.’’ And yet this was only a few hours 
before the building was wrapped in flames. 
It cannot be said, therefore, that Mr. Por- 
TER was not fully warned of the danger of 
fire. Moreover, before he left the City, on 


the morning of the fire, his son informed | 


him that a beam had been found near or in 
the flue, in the fifth story, ‘‘ blackened, 
or charred, or burned,’’ Mr. Porrser can- 
not remember which. It seems almost 
incredible that a man who owned a 
building from which handsome rentals 
were collected should, after these re- 
peated warnings, take no precautions 
against the breaking out of fire and 
none for theescape of the tenants. The 
building was a warehouse altered over for 
offices, cheap wooden partitions serving as 
interior subdivisions. A thinly protected 
flue, never intended to be so used, had been 
turned into a furnace flue, without official 
inspection or intelligent supervision, and an 
elevator shaft, put in without officjal per- 
mission or knowledge, ran perpendicularly 
through the building by the side of the afore- 
said fire-trap. The man who knew all this, 
and under whose orders these facilities for 
burning people alive were constructed, de- 
serves something more than the mild censure 
of a Coroner’s jury. 


The conduct of the members and officers 
of the Fire Department, so far as disclosed 
by the inquest, is deserving of all the praise 
lavished upon it. But this fire has con- 
clusively shown the utter inefficiency of the 
equipment, particularly in regard to ladders, 
and the possible weakness of the force when 
a sudden emergency may arise. Upon these 
points the jury have next to nothing to 
say. There is the disgraceful fact that a 
building constructed twenty-five years ago 
could not be reached at its upper stories by 
any of the so-called modern appliances of 
the Fire Department, notwithstanding the 
improvements made in this respect in 
the machinery employed in other cities. The 
jury meekly ‘‘deprecate’’ the absence of 25 
per cent. of the working firemen, these per- 
sons being employed to serve notices instead 
of being at the post of danger. The great 
fire in Park-row not only cost the lives of 
several people, but it proved that in the 
heart of the City there had been maintained, 
by the avarice and carelessness of one man, 
an exceedingly defective and combustible 
building, without fire-escapes, and with 
dangerous and unlawful alterations made in 
it, and that the Fire Department, when 
called upon, was not manned and equipped 
for the prompt saving of life. But Coroner

PROCTOR’S COMET. 

Prof. Proctor is a deservedly popular 
astronomer. His stereoscopic views are 
among the ablest that have ever beén ex- 
hibited, and his large photographs of the 
moon and other desirable heavenly bodies 
reflect the highest credit upon his learning 
and imagination. The sun has never hada 
more efficient advocate than Prof. Procror, 
and there are thousands of families whose 
familiarity with the sun is wholly due to the 
Professor’s unwearied efforts to make it a 
popular favorite. If Prof. Proctor writes 
an astronomical article for a magazine it is 
sure to be at least as interesting as an ac- 
count of a harrowing shipwreck or a fatal 
steam-boat explosion. When, therefore, 
such an eminent and popular astronomer 
assures us that in all probability the world 
will be burned up in 1897, he deserves our 
earnest and grateful attention. 

The catastrophe is to he the fault of the 
comet of 1880. This comet is believed by 
Prof. Procror and other astronomers to be 
identical with the comet of 1843 and that of 
1668. Its orbit is contracting with constant- 
ly increasing swiftness, and each time it 
passes the sun it approaches nearer and 
nearer to that body. Unless something in- 
terferes with its present manner of conduct- 
ing its revolutions, it will certainly come in 
collision with the sun in 1897. In addition 
to its solid nucleus, which is of immense 
extent, the comet is accompanied by an 
enormous and incalculable swarm of mete- 
oric stones, all of which will rattle against 
the sun when the final collision comes. 
The result will be a sudden and tremen- 
dous increase of the heat of the 
sun, which will destroy all animal and 
vegetable life on the surface of the earth. A 
like disaster is believed to have happened to 
one of the stars in the Northern Crown a 
few years ago. 
up, and for two days gave out many hun- 
dred times the amount of its customary heat. 
This star is put in evidence by Prof. Proc- 
TOR as a proof that a sudden increase in the 
heat of a star, which can be explained only on 
the theory of a collision, has already oc- 
curred, and that there is, hence, no reason 
to believe that our private sun is exempt 
from all danger of such an accident. When 
an astronomer of good reputation predicts 
the destruction of the world at the end of 
fifteen years, and shows, by figures and dia- 
grams of the most satisfactory character, 
precisely how the catastrophe is to happen, 
there really does not seem to be any room 
for an ordinary person to doubt the truth of 
the prediction. 

This is, as everybody knows, by no means 
the first time that the near and exact date of 
the’ end of the world has been announced. 
Not to speak of lesser prophets, there was 
Dr. CUMMING, a prominent London Presby- 
terian preacher. who for many years gained 
fame and money by writing books demon- 
strating that the world was to be destroyed 
in a very few years. Two or three times the 
world survived the period fixed for its de- 
struction, but Dr. Cumminealways promptly 
overhauled his Bible, and his ‘‘ Blunt’s 
Coast Pilot,’? and his Nautical Almanac, 
and fixed on anew date. Still, in spite of 
the sale of Dr. Cummrne’s book, few people 
believed in him. It was obvious to every 
churchman that a mere Presbyterian 
could not interpret the mysteries of the 
Apocalypse, and as for irreligious people, 
they calmly said that it would be time 
enough for them to insure their houses and 
to buy fire-extinguishers when some able 
scientific person should adopt Dr. CumMING’s 
views. 

The ‘‘Mother Shipton’ prophecy trou- 
bled a few ignorant people until it was 
proved that Mother Shipton never prophe- 
sied anything of the kind, and that the real 
author of her prophecy was a wicked mod- 
ern journalist. For the credit of the pro- 
fession it is unfortunate that the journalistic 
prophet did not allow a due regard for the 
mystical number seven to induce him to 
fix on the date 1897 instead of 1881. A large 
number of combinations of the four figures 
constituting 1897 might be made, into all of 
which the number of seven would enter. 
But the heedless pronhet allowed himself to

be led astray by the temptation of rhyme 
and forever lost the opportunity of fore- 
stalling the prophet Proctor. 

This time it is a real scientific person who 
predicts the end of the world, and his pre- 
diction is based upon chalk and blackboard 
to an extent that must command public con- 
fidence. Our one chance of escape lies in 
Jupiter’s moons. It is the duty of these 
policemen of the skies to arrest vagrant 
comets, but, of course, they are seldom on 
hand when they are wanted. If they hap- 
pen to be in the neighborhood when the 
comet passes Jupiter on its way to the sun 
they will probably detain it for some time 
and compel it to adopt a new and unobjec- 
tionable orbit, but there is only one chance 
in eighty-nine hundred that this will occur. 
Unless Prof. Proctor has made a mistake 
in his figures the comet may be expected to 
appear early in 1897, and to plunge head- 
long into the sun before the year is much 
more than six months old. 

As the time draws near enterprising men 
will make enormous fortunes by inventing 
fire-proof safes large enough to contain 
whole families; and steam-ship owners will 
coin money by conveying people to the 
arctic regions, where they will hope to find 
safety by burrowing in icebergs and glaciers. 


It is needless to say that itis not by such’ 


means that Prof. Proctror’s comet can be 
defied. The heat developed by its collision 
with the sun will evaporate the sea, melt the 
icebergs, and make any possible fire-proof 
safe red-hot; and though there is just a pos- 
sibility that persons who at the time of the 
collision may happen to be in the immediate 
neighborhood of Mr. Caries FRANcIs 
ADAMS may survive the catastrophe, even 
this can give little comfort to the millions 
who, according to Prof. Proctor, must pre- 
pare to be burned in the Spring of 1897. 





There are several suggestions that are 
worthy of attention in the letter written recently 
by President Gerry, of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children, to a special committee 
of the New-York State Medical Society. One of 
these suggestions refers to the employment of chil- 
dren of tender years in unwholesome occupations. 
He points out that many of these children are en- 
gaged, at very poor compensation, in unhealthy 
work in feather factories, and in paper-making 
and paper collar factories where aniline and other 
poisonous dyes are made use of to a large extent. 
Remaining for hours ata time in the close rooms 
of such establishments, with the air filled with un- 
wholesome particles produced by the handling of 
materials used by the children in the work, is the 
cause of early disease, and particularly favors the 
development of pulmonary complaints. Another 


serious evil referred to by Mr. Gerry is the em 


ployment of children in tenements at the task of 
sorting and relling tobacco leaves for the manu- 
facture of cheap cigars. The inhalation of the fine 
dust of these leaves injures the nervous systems of 
the little workmen and workwomen, and also im- 
pairs their respiratory organs. Under the laws of 
1876 the employment of children under 16 years at 
occupations that are injurious to health or danger- 
ous to life or limb is prohibited, and, therefore, Mr. 
GERRY says, it is very important that the character 
of the above occupations shall be passed upon by 
competent medical men, and be prohibited if found 
to be harmful. In this connection Mr. Gerry calls 
attention to the fact that in France recently a stat 
ute was enacted prohibiting the employment of 
children in a long series of occupations where 
there is danger to their health and life by 
reason of burning and deleterious vapors and 
the possibility of explosions. Tne vocations 
thus interdicted are the manufacture of 
aniline, benzine, collodion, and certain poisonous 
drugs; the sorting of rags and the scouring of 
skins and woolen waste with petroleum or other 
hydro-carburetted oils, and the galvanizing of iron. 
Furthermore, under the statute children are not 
permitted to work in establishments where chem- 
ical matches are stored, nor are they allowed to 
engage in the work of manufacturing them or 
where they are put into packets. And it is 
only under certain stringent conditions that chil- 
dren are permitted to be employed in wool and silk 
bleaching or in the preparation of tow for rope or 
the cleansing of bladders for toy balloons. In ref- 
erence to this matter the committee to whom Mr. 
Gerry's letter is addressed have reported that 
they have been instructed to co-operate with Mr. 
GerRRyY’s society in securing some prohibitory legis- 
lation preventing the continuance of such hurtful 
employment of children in this State and par- 
ticularly in this City.

It used to be acustom, some twenty years 
ago, and for a certain time beyond that date, to 
publish in England an official statement of taxes 
levied for the support of governmentin the various 
countries on the Continent; but for some excuse not 
explained, the custom has of late fallen into desue- 
tude. It was a most interesting publication in those 
days, as it must continue to be at all times, and it 
is niatter for real satisfaction that the English Gov- 
ernment has returned toit. Last April Lord Gran- 
VILLE had sent to English representatives at the 
various Courts a request for returns on which to 
base a Parliamentary report, (the one now pub- 
lished,) his desire being that they should make the 
information as full and accurate as possible. Dis- 
missing the figures of local taxation, there are 
some very startling showings in the State revenues 
as compared with the populations of the various 
countries. Austria (not including Hungary) has di- 
rect taxes of £7,762,553; indireet onesof £21,406,978, 
and miscellaneous ones of £4,726,447, or a total tax 
of £33,895,979 (about $167,429,500) for a population 
22,132,684 souls, which is more than $7 for each 
man, woman, orchild. Hungarians are somewhat 
better off, the total taxes being £19,965,263 (about 
$90,826,000) and the population 15,608,723—say $6 50 
per person. But the Austrians and Hungarians are 
taxed much less heavily than their neighborsin 
Prussia, where the total is £56,421,875 and the pop- 
ulation 27,251;067—showing an average of about $10 
per person. The Freneh are still worse off. The 
totals for them are £107,303,975 of taxes and 
36,905,788 of population, or about $15 of tax per 
head. This the people of Belgium, a neutral 
country, free from wars and Nikilism, nearly 
equals, their showing being, taxes £14,911,- 
502, and population 5,476,939. Better off than 
any of these people aro the Russians—or 
apparently so, one should say, for the burden of a 
tax lies not so muchinthe amount ofit as in the 
inability to pay it. The Russians pay £60,362,731 
in taxes, several millions more, that is, than the 
Austria-Hungary people, or the Germans and Poles 
of Prussia, but they outnumber their neighbors by 
tens of millions—the Prussians by 45,000,000, the 
Austria-Hungary races by 34,000,000. For these 
$200,000,000 of Russian taxes there are 72,692,000 
people among whom to divide them. Thus every 
European Russian pays a taxof $4, while every 
Frenchman pays some $15, and yet Russia is inter- 
nally the most disturbed great eountry in Europe 


and France the most peaceful. 
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The talks of the representatives of the vari- 
ous City surface roads to the members of the Rail- 
road Committee of the Board of Aldermen respect- 
ing bobtail cars have had a result which is doubtless 
deeply gratifying to the special pleaders, but 
hardly satisfactory to the public. The committee, 
after having been argued at on the matter, have 
come to the conclusion that tne ordinance which 
was introduced to suppress the nuisance, and pro- 
vided for the fining of the offieials of any road that 
ran cars which had not a conductor as wellas a 
driver, could not be enforced even if adopted. 
They furthermore doubt whether the Aldermen 
have any right to pass an erdinance in any event. 
It seems that they are of the opinion that the 
Legisiature alone can take any action legal- 
ly in this matter, and that it is the only 
body that has the power to compel railroad 
corporations to place conduetors on their vehicles. 
The prospect of any immediate removal of the 
nuisance of the bobtail cars is, therefore, very un- 
promising indeed, and it would seem that citizens 
can consider taemselves very lueky if they secure 
the abolition of the objectionable conveyances 

Naar er more from mow. If the legislators con- 


sult the wishes of their constituents, they will pay 
heed to the public’s protest against conductorless 
cars without requiring any special plea for inter 
ference in the shape of petitions from the people 
for relief. But if the remedy can be secured in na 
other way it might be weil to adopt the plan of 
sending sueh petitions to Albany. There is na 
good or sufficient reason why travelers on sun 
face roads should any longer submit to the imposi- 
tion put upon them by wealthy corporations the 
members of which are unwilling to consult any- 
thing beyond their own pockets. And it is evi- 
dent that all the talk and discussion in the world, 
unaccompanied by decided action, will accom- 
plish nothing whatever in the way of relief.

It will be an even thirty years in the com- 
ing May since NatHaxren Hawrtuorxe, while ex- 
pressing his “most earnest wish” that some one of 
those who took an interest in the Brook Farm en- 
terprise would now give the world its history, 
closed with saying that ‘‘even the brilliant 
Howadji might find as rich a theme in his youthful 
reminiscences of Brook Farm, and amore novel 
one—close at hand as it lies—than those which he 
has since made so distant a pilgrimage to seek in 
Syria and along the current of the Nile.” But had 
HAWTHORNE lived until this time his hope would 
still have been but slightly realized. Now and 
then “the brilliant Howadji” has given gleams of 
light on this subject in his Easy Chair, as he doeg 
in the instaliment for March; but, unfortunately 
for us, he has not yet entered into any detailed 
history of those times. Some of his March notes 
are, however, interesting and important. Neither 
EMERSON, nor Atcotr, nor Miss Funuer, he says, 
was ever a Breok Farmer, in the sense of being 9 
resident or an associate. Miss Furxer often re« 
mained there some days “‘in the earlier and mora 
idyllic epoch,” and was “most cordially wel- 
comed,” while Emerson found the plan “curious 
and interesting,” but it “seldom drew him per 
sonally within its borders.”” To many of its mem- 
bers the lapse into Fourierism, when the “ coms 
munity” beeame a “phalanx,” seemed a decling 
from the Golden to the Silver and Bronze Ages, 
HAWTHORNE alone, it would seem, failed ta 
find the earlier time idyllic; he never shared 
“the moral enthusiasm, the high hope of a 
new heaven and anew earth.” We are tempted 
by this statement concerning the great romancer 
to open his charming ‘‘American Note-books” and 
search through its scanty records of Brook Farm, 
“Here I am, says he, “in the first sentence of 
Vol. II., in a polar paradise!” but he reflects thaf 
the Plymouth pilgrims, though arriving in the 
midst of storm and landing upon mountain snow: 
drifts, still ‘“‘ prospered and became a greaf 
people—and doubtless it will be the same with 
us.” This was in April, 1841. HawTHorRNE re 
mained at Brook Farm considerably less than 2 
year, and never got really into any full sym 
pathy with the experiment. His first lessoy 
in agriculture he chronicles in these humorout 
words: “After breakfast Mr. Rretey puta foun 
pronged instrument into my hands, which he gaveé 
me to understand was called a pitchfork; and he 
and Mr. Fartey, being armed with similar weapons, 
we all three commenced a gallant attack upon a 
heap of manure.” Again, he has been “chopping 
wood and turning grindstone all the forenoon,” 
which accounts for the ‘‘abominabdle hand” he 
writes. Onacertain evening he “intends to con: 
vert himself into a milk-maid,” and ‘* prays heaven 
that Mr. Rretey may be moved to assign him the 
kindliest cow in the herd.” The cows numbered in 
all eight, one of which was Miss Furter’s—wha 
thus appears to have had at leasva slight pecuniary 
interest in the affairs of thecommunity. It was “a 
transcendental heifer, very fractious, and apt ta 
kick over the milk-pail.”. He went to Salem in 
September for a temporary absence, and writes 
that Brook Farm already “looks like a dream be- 
hind him.” ‘“‘The real Me,” he adds, “ was never 
an associate of the community.’” On the contrary, 
“there has been a spectral Appearance there, 
sounding the horn at daybreak and milking the 
cows and hoeing potatoes and raking hay, toiling 
in the sun, and doing me the honor to assume my 
name.” But all the Brook Farmers were not like 
HaWTHORNE—none of them perhaps was—while 
some of them, we are.assured by Easy Chair, hava 
found in that experience “the fountain of perpet- 
ual youth,” and its influence still survives “in tha 
generous faith which no disappointment can finally 
chill, in the unsullied friendships, in the inextin- 
guishable hope of humanity which are doing their 
work elsewhere’ —assarances these surely are 
which no right-minded student of American lifa 
can ever honestly doubt.

‘JAOOB R. SHIPHERD’S SINGULAR 
CAREER. 
HE YOUTH OF A VISIONARY—HIS8 WORK FOR 
THE SANITARY COMMISSION—BUBBLES 
IN SUBURBAN REAL ESTATE, SAVINGS 
BANK, AND RAILROAD VENTURES—THE 
PERUVIAN PROJECT. 
Jacob R. Shipherd, whose name has ap- 


peared so prominently in the notoriety given 
to the Peruvian Company, is a man with 
something of a history, and the publicity into 
which he has been recently called has served 
to attract attention to his previous career. He 
is still a comparatively young man, being only 
about 45 years of age. He is supposed to be a 
native of one of the Western States. As a 
boy he was bright and energetic, but known to 
bis fellow-students as an incorrigible castle- 
* builder. He was visionary in his early youth, 
and was, es the boys used to say, always 
“up in a balloon.” When quite young 
he was converted, and became a member 
of the Congregational Church. He deter- 
mined to become a clergyman, and, with this 
snd in view, passed through a collegiate course 
at Oberlin College, Ohio. He was quick to 
learn, and distanced most of his fellows im the 
race for collegiate honors, After leaving the 
divinity school young Shipherd began work 
In earnest. The Sanitary Commission had 
just been organized through the efforts prin- 
tipally of the late Dr. Henry W. Bel- 
lows, and in this institution Shipherd 
paw a means of doing good while 
he was waiting to secure a_ pulpit, 
He was selected as Western Secretary 
of the Sanitary Commission, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, and he plunged into the 


work with an energy which nothing could 
dampen, He was instrumental in accomplish- 
ing a great deal of good, and the Western 
branch of the commission under his guidance 
was administered as effectively as the main 
branch in this City. At the ciose of the war 
Jacob R. Shipherd was able to give a good ae- 
count of his stewardship, and he received hon- 
orable mention in the records of the commis- 
sion. 

While acting as Western Secretary of: the 
Sanitary Commission, the Rev. Jacob R. 
Shipherd was called to the pastorate of the 
Plymouth Congregational Church, in Michi- 
gan-avenue, Chicago, and served there for 
some time as a preacher. 
mand of language, and his preaching made 
the church very popular. One of his pet 
projects in those days was the establishment of 
& newspaper organ for Congregationalism in 
Chicago, and he interested a sufficient number 
of people in the scheme to found the Advance, 
which became a successful religious journal 
endis still living. At the close of the war two 
eocieties were organized for the protection and 
aid of the freedmen, independent of the Freed- 
men’s Bureau, which was established by 
the Government. These societies were 
consolidated under the title of the 
‘*Freedmen’s Union Aid Commission,’ 
md the Rev. Jacob R. Shipherd was 
made General Secretary of the united corpora- 
tion. This position he held for quite a time, 
and in the administration of the office he dis- 
ay a the same zealand enthusiasm shown 

y him as Secretary of the Sanitary Commis- 
sion. The solemn duties of a clergyman, how- 
ever, were beginning to lose their attrac- 
tions for him, and he began to kick in 
the traces. His mind was continually evolv- 
ing financial schemes of enormons magnitude, 
which he felt sure be could put into execu- 
tion if he only had the means. Finally, in 
1869, he resigned his pastorate and opened a 
real estate and loan office in Chicago, with a 
Gen. Sweet as partner. This was the begin- 
ning of his career as a financier, which was 
s00n clouded by a suit brought against the 
firm in 1870 py J. G. Underwood for some 
questionable transaction and decided against 
them. On appeal the decision of the lower 
court was afiirmed and the conduct of 
Messrs. Shipherd and Sweet was severely 
condemned. Shipherd, when he began busi- 
ness, had little or no capital, but he managed 
to build up quite a trade in Eastern exchange, 
for which he received a liberal commission, and 
he apparently prospered. Sweet withdrew 
trom the firm in 1870, after the judgment in 
the Underwood suit, and the house then be- 
rame J. R. Shipherd & Co., real estate and loan 
brokers, and was established at No. 151 La Salle- 
street. The firm, which consisted of Shipherd 
and E. T, Nexson, secured quite a large business 
in negotiating town and county bonds. Out 
of these transactions enough money was made 
to justify Shipherd in establishing a bank, 
and in the Summer of 1870 the firm began 
es bankers and brokers. Competent finan- 
cial authorities at that time estimated the cap- 
ital of the house at $10,000, but Shipherd in- 
sisted that it was much larger. Hewas still 
Brpeching occasionally. He had credit for 

eing a good financier and a shrewd and 
enterprising man, but he was not in good 
standing with the banking fraternity, 
who looked upon him as anadventurer without 
much bottom. He managed to become a 
"Trustee of the bonds issued by the Riverside 
Company, a corporation engaged in one of 
the many schemes for building up the suburbs 
about Chicago, which were very popular. 
Bonds to the amount of $100,000 were issued, 
and Shipherd was employed to place them. 
Trouble arose, the bubble collapsed, and the 
bonds were canceled. Then suits were begun 
against him as Trustee, and troublesome litiga- 
tion followed. His brokerage business in the 
meantime had increased, and he was engaged 
in quite extensive transactions in making loans 
for Eastern capitalists. 

Edward T. Nexson retired from the firm 
March 15, 1871. Noreason was given for his 
action, but Shipherd stated at the time that he 
had no capitalin the concern, and the firm 
name remained unchanged. That year a 
branch house was established in this City at 
No. 24 Pine-street, Mr. W. F. Herbert and 
Edward D. Butler, both of whom had good 
financial records, joining Shipherd as partners. 
in July of the same year the bank in Chicago, 
which was at Twenty-second-street and Wa- 
bash-avenue, became the sole property of 
Shipherd, and was divorced absolutely from 
the firm of J. R. Shipherd & Co. It was a 
savings bank, and in it Jaborers and mechanics 
and servant girls deposited their little savings. 
Shipherd had managed to get possession of 
about 150 acres of land at Imburst, a 
suburb about 15 miles from Chicago, and he 
began to *‘ work up” this property vigorously. 
It was his pet hobby. @ was positive that 
Chicago was to be ‘*hooked on to’? Elm- 
burst and that the place would be laid out in 
avenues and streets. He printed and circu- 
lated pamphlets giving glowing pictures of 
the future of Elmburst when Chicago should 
grow up to it, and, it is said, succeeded in 
“bulling the market” tor Elmhurst lots to 
such an extent that he could have realized at 
one time from $300,000 to $400,000 for his 
property. Buthe thought he saw ‘‘ millions 
in it,’ and refused to let this prospective colos- 
sai fortune slip through his hands for the sake 
ef a present princely income. His friends 
urged him tosell and realize at once, but he 
rould only be induced to dispose of small strips 
of land, while he clung to the greater part of 
it for the rise which never came. The bubble 
burst just at the time when trouble came to 
him in this City, and the famous Elmhurst 
scheme went the way of all purely paper 
projects. i 

Meanwhile the banking business was ope - 
ently in a flourishing condition, In 1872 Mr. 
Butler retired, but Edward H. Dewey and 
John J. Shipherd, a cousin of Jacob and for- 
merly Secretary of the Cleveland Fire In- 
surance Company, were admitted to the firm. 
A capital of $100,000 was then claimed by Shi 
herd, and a branch was established at Frank- 
fort, Germany, to which Mr. Dewey was sent 
as manager. Another branch was established 
in Boston, under the charge of George William 
Ballou. The house was gradually building up 
& credit. In the Fall of this year Shipherd con- 
eeived the grand scheme of securing control 
of the South Side Railroad of Long Island, and 
he really managed to accomplish this. The 
road was purchased from Charles Fox, the 
President, who held the controlling interest 
in the stock. The stock was not all paid for, 
but 16 was contracted for by Shipherd, 
times were booming, and his _ contract 
was accepted as good and the road 
was turned over to him, Then came 
visions of power as a railroad king, and he laid 
his plans to secure all the railroads of Lon 
Island. It was the same colossal scheme whic 
is now being crystallized by Austin Corbin, 
but with the difference that Shipherd went 
into his scheme comparatively penniless. The 


South Side Read, however, was in his 


bands, and he began to put in practice 
bis peculiar ideas of management. He

Canfield, Superintendent; C. H. Dewey, Au- 
ditor: J. C. Lane, Chief Engineer; George H. 
Griggs, Master Mechanic; Theodore Wells, 
Purchasing Agent and Land Agent, and L. C. 
Sleight, Roperintendent of Depots. ‘This 
seems a formidable list of officers, but the fact 
Was that none of them amounted to anything 
in the management of the road. Jacob R. 
Shipherd’s name does not appear in this list, but 
he created for himself the pos‘tion of Manag- 
ing Director, an office which swamped all the 
others and placed in his hands the entire con- 
trol ot the road. His first order, issued Jan. 
22, 1878, is peculiarly characteristic. In it he 
forbade all accidents on the road. “ Acci- 
dents,” he said, ‘‘ must not happen; mistakes 
must not be made.” On the same day he him- 
self rurnished what was intended to be an edi- 
torial to the daily papers of this City, exnlain- 
ing that the purchasers of the road were 
‘anonymous clients of the banking house of 
Jacob R. Shipherd & Co.,” and explaining 
that ‘‘our bonds are to-day as good as those 
of the New-York Central.’’ It is, perhaps, un- 
necessary to state that this editorial never ap- 
peared, except as a paid advertisement, 
Shipherd was now in his glory. He hada 
railroad to manage at last, and he was plotting 
to extend his sway. He had the selling of the 
bonds of the South Side Road, and looked for- 
ward eagerly to the day when he should be 
able to meet his contracts and own the con- 
trolling stock in reality instead of being the 
proprietor on paper only. Mr. Herbert re- 
tired from the firm in 1873, but it was an- 
nounced that his withdrawal did not impair 
the credit of the house, and the South Side was 
supposed to bea fine investment. Suddenly 
the panic of 1873 came upon the country, and 
Mr. Shipherd’s bubble burst like a paper 
balloon. His bank here failed, and the 
branches in Frankfort and Boston and 
the Chicago savings bank collapsed. The 
contracts for the stock of the South Side Road 
were not met and it returned to its original 
owners, Shipherd gave certificates of indebt- 
edness to his depositors in the Chicago savings 
bank, but when they became due he could not 
be found. Recently, a gentleman holding two 
of these certificates, for $80 each, brought suit 
to recover the money, and Shipherd coolly 
pleaded as a defense that the certificates 
were accommodation notes, representing $160 
which he had loaned to the depositor 
who was suing him. The Chicago news- 
papers, after the crash, were filled 
with articles denouncing Shipherd and his 
ross mismanagement of the savings bank. 
oratime the adventurer disappeared from 
public view, and the name of Shipherd was al- 
most forgotten, when, in May, 1876, he again 
cropped up as areal estate broker at No. 52 
Broadway. He was then said to be settling 
= the business of J. R. Shipherd & Co. and 
offering his property at Richmond Hill for 
sale. e said then that he had reduced the in- 
debteaness of the firm from $350,000 te $80,000, 
that he would pay it off as fast as he could, 
bus he would not be driven. The following 
year found him a student in the Law 
School of the University of New-York, and in 
1878 he was admitted tothe Bar. He estab- 
lished himself as a lawyer at No. 10 Spruce- 
street, where he has remained ever since. In 
October of last year heclaimed to be President 
of the Michigan Northern Railroad Company, 
a corporation which has a charter but no road 
known to railroad men, and of the ‘** Peruvian 
Company,” the latest invention of his fertile 
brain, which was projected last Summer, and 
which has created such a scandal throughout 
the Nation. :

AN INTERNATIONAL SCANDAL. 
SHIPHERD’S BOLDEST PLAN—DETAILS OF 
THE PERUVIAN COMPANY'S HISTORY. 

The manner in which Shipherd organized 
the Peruvian Company, the grandest of his 
many visionary schemes, and how he man- 
aged to gain the ear and favorable notice of 
James G. Blaine when Secretary of State are 
so thoroughly characteristic of the man and 
his methods that it is worth while to give a 
brief sketch of his proceedings, even at the 
risk of repeating some facts which have al- 
ready been published. It was in May, 1881, 
that Shipherd first began to approach public 
men in regard to the ‘“‘ Peruvian Company,” 
with the object of securing the indorsemerxt of 
the United States Government to his vast 
scheme, His great desire was to secure as Di- 
reetors of the company men whose names 
would command the respect of the Peruvian 


Government and whose influence would 
carry weight with our own Govern- 
ment. He issued a prospectus of the 
**Peruvian Company” in pamphlet form, 
with three other documents, one cortaining 
‘suggestions of points to be included in an 
agreement between the Government of Peru 
and the Peruvian Compay;’’ the second 
providing for a ‘*Peruvian sinking fund 
scrip,’? to be issued for the dsbt of Peru, 
which the company was to assume, and the 
third, which was entitled, ‘* Chain of Title,” 
comprising all the documents upon which the 
company relied in the prosecution of the 
Cochet claim. In the pamphlet that elaim 
which the company was—according to Ship- 
herd—to recover was placed at $1,200,000,000 
in value, This vast sum, according to the 
glowing language of the documents, was to 
be had for the asking, and Jacob R. 
Shipherd was the man who was to do the 
asking. The documents, which were marked 
**private’”’ and indorsed with a request for 


their return to Sbhipherd, were sent to every | 


prominent statesman, politician, and capital- 
ist whom Shipherd thought could be of any use 
to him and would be apt to jump at the 
tempting bait. How many did jump will 
probably not be known until a Congressional 
investigation reveals the names erased fromi 
Mr. Blaine’s Peruvian correspondence. Some 
of the prominent men who were approached, 
however, and did not fall into the trap are well 
known, and the publication of their names 
will show the high nature of the game at which 
Shipherd aimed. 

Among the statesmen and capitalists to 
whom the circulars were addressed Gen. U. S. 
Grant was the man whom Shipherd, above all 
others, was anxious to capture and interest in 
the scheme. He wanted the foremost man in 
the land for President of the ‘‘ Peruvian Com- 
pany,” relying upon his influence to secure the 
co-operation of the Government in the prose- 
eution of the Cochet claim. Of course, had 
Gen. Grant been persuaded to lend himself to 
such a visionary project, he would have found 
eventually that he was a mere figurehead, 
and Shipherd would at the proper time have 
appeared, as in the case of the South Side 
Railroad, as the Managing Director, or under 
some other equally convenient title, and have 
absorbed the supposed powers of the President 
in his own magnificent personality, Gen. 
Grant, however, was too wise a man to nib- 
ble at the tempting bait. he second choice 
of Shipnerd for President was ex-Secretary 
Bristow, and after him ex-Secretary Boutwell, 
ex-Gov. Hawley, of Connecticut; Senator W. 
W. Eaton, of Connecticut, who had been 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, and Gen. George B. McClellan, who had 
a prominence as a iwilitary man and as a 
former candidate for the Presidency. None 
of these gentlemen, however, were etupid 
enough to allow themselves to he blinded by 
the glowing offers of Shipherd, but how far he 
made use of their names it is at present im- 
possible to say. He finally concluded that 
ex-Secretary Boutwell would be just the man 
to retain as special counsel to prosecute the 
claim in Peru, and it is said that he offered 
him a retaining fee in the matter. Shipherd 
was particularly anxious to obtain the services 
of Stephen W. Dorsey, and he secured an in- 
troduction to him and unfolded his plans. Dor- 
sey was delighted with the scheme, and con- 
sented to actas General Manager of the ‘‘ Pe- 
ruvian Company,” and Shipherd was in ec- 
stacy. But, within a few days, the con- 
nection of Dorsey with the star route 
frauds was published throughout the land, 
and by his loss of influence with the 
Government he became valueless to Shipherd 
and hiscompany. It was asad blow to Ship- 
herd, and in Dorsey he lost the fellowship of a 
kindred spirit which could not be replaced. 
Among others to whom the seductive pamphlets 
and documents were sent, with strict injunc- 
tions to return them after perusal, were Mayor 
Seth Law, of ag ex-Gov. Morgan and 
ex-Vice-President William A. Wheeler, of this 


State; Simon Cameron and ex-Senator Wil-. 


liam A. Wallace, of Pennsylvania; ex-Presi- 
dent R. B. Hayes, of Ohio; Senator John 
A. Logan, of Dlinois, and ex-Senator Thomas 
A. Hendricks, of Indiana. 

The manner in which Shipherd succeeded in 
getting an introduction to the State Depart- 
ment, upon the good offices of which he really 
depended for the prosecution of a claim that 
was utterly worthless in law, has never been 
published. There is a corporation, whose main 
office is in this city, known as the ‘* Allied 
Mines Company,” and this company includes 
in its Beard of Directors many prominent gen- 
tlemen, among whom is Senator Henry W, 


Blair, of New-Hampshire. In the Summer of 


1881 Mr. Harvey M. Munsell was an officer of 
this company, and was a great friend of Jacob 
R. Shipherd. To him Shipberd unfolded the 
glowing promises of the ‘‘ Peruvian Com- 
pany.” and completely captured him by his

SHAKEN BY SPECULATION 


——— 
NEW-YORK STOCK AND PRODUCE 
MARKETS IN A WHIRL. 

THE BROKERS HAMMERING AWAY ESPECIAL- 
LY AT THE GOULD sTOCKS — WHAT 
GOULD’S FRIENDS AND OPPONENTS SAY 
~-BEARS CONTROLLING THE PRODUCE 
AND COTTON MARKETS. 

The stock market was in a whirl yesterday. 
The bears were never in happier mood or more 
aggresive. They kicked and cuffed the whole 
list, and there were very few securities able to 
stand their rough handling. The Gou'd stocks all 
dropped, and with them went others which are 
presumably free from entanglements or connec- 
tions with these lines of securities. Wabash and 
Texas Pacific were attacked with a vigor 
which far outstripped the vigorous assaults 
of Tuesday, when a concentrated effort 
was made to send them down. Wali- 
street Was crammed with rumors. Operators who 
have been pronounced bulls suddenly changed base 
and became ardent bears. The heaviest men in 
the market were seemingly at cross purposes, and 
sold stocks with a recklessness as to prices which 
upset everything. Nobody seemed very anxious 
to sustain quotations. Mr. Gould declined to show 
his hand, and a dozen stories, each differing from 
all the others, were current as to his posi- 


tion. His stocks went down pell-mell; he made 
no exertions to give them any support, or if: 
he did make exertions they were altogether futile. 
In the interest of Texas Pacific and the Western 
Union Telegraph stocks, his following spiritedly de- 
nied bearish stories, but the tales told against 
Wabash and his other securities received no such 
vigorous denials. It was averred that the Germans 
had combined to knock down the Gould stocks as 
a measure of revenge forthe squeeze that Gould 
recently gave Denver and Rio Grande, the chief 
holdings in which have been in the hands of the 
Germans. 

The representative of a prominent German 
house, discussing this story, declared it ridiculous, 
and did not hesitate to say that Gould was now on 
top of the market and responsible for the tumbie 
in progress. *‘When the Gerroans unite to punish 
Jay Gould,” he said, ‘they will not indulge in 
such a fight as is now under way. Jay Gonld is 
losing nothing by this fallin prices. He isn’t long 
of the stocks in which he is supposed to hold large 
interests, He is making money out of 
the fail in Wabash. Last Summer he was 
loaded with securities of every sort. He 
was tho bitterest sort of a bull, but while 
he talked of bright prospects and consorted with 
the bulls he was quietly unloading. The stocks he 
owned last July are now very largely the property 
of his friends—and it is the friends who are mourn- 
ing this sudden overturning of things in the Stoek 
Exchange. When things go low enough to suit his 
taste, he will begin to buy; then his old game will 
be played again. He plays to win every time, who- 
ever and whatever has to be sacrificed.’ Mr. 
Gould's partners were of the oninion that the arop 
in prices was due to the presence of wicked men 
in Wall-street who were willing to hurt Mr. Gould. 
Mr. Russell Sage said: “This tlurry in the market 
is simply the result of a bear raid which has no 
bottom. There wiil be a quick recovery. Prices 
have not been too high. I have been buying all 
day, and at every figure offered—and I am buying 
to make money. JI have bought largely of Wabash 
particularly. This downward movement is the re- 
sult of manipulation by brokers. It will come to 
an end mighty guick.’”’ The bears did not hesitate 
to predict a bigger fall to-day than has yet taken 
place. The specia! story they tell about Wabash is 
that there will be a default in the March interest 
on the company’s bonds, and that the appointment 
of a Receiver is imminent. Mr. Washington E. 
Conner, Mr. Gould’s partner, ridiculed this story in 
conversation with a Times reporter, and said that 
a healthy reaction would come soon. 

The bears continued in control yesterday at 
the Produce and Cotton Exchanges. The down- 
ward tendency of prices at the Produce Exchange 
was much quickened by the report received early 
inthe afternoon from Chicago announcing the 
failure of H. O. Kenyon, at tke head of one of the 
heaviest firms in Chicago. Kenyon, until recently, 
had aregular representative inthis City, and his 
trade connections here are still believed to be of 
large extent. The speculation in Winter wheat 
was especially active yesterday, Much 
lower prices ruled. ‘There was a decline

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AN EXCITING DAY IN CHICAGO. 
BEARS HAVING MATTERS THEIR OWN WAY 
—FAILURE OF KENYON & CO. 
CurcaGo, Feb, 15.—One of the most excit- 
ing days ever experienced on *Change was that 
which closed at 8 o’clock this afternoon. Prices 
were excited and unsettled throughout, and 
a heavy depression began early and, with 
slight fluctuations, continued throughout the 
day, although the closing prices were somewhat 
firmer than the lowest. The failure of Kenyon & 
Co., an old and well-known firm, involved very 
large interests, and .caught most of the 
heavy operators for greater or less’ amounts. 
A gentleman who, until recently, has been 
in their confidence and employ, stated that 
he believed they were “long” on from 4,000,000 to 


5,000,000 bushels of wheat. In his opinion the 
greater portion of it was owned for the recent 
successful Cincinnati clique. The rapid decline 
prevented them from either closing out when 
margins were exhausted, or securing remittances 
to meet the great drain upon them. Their 
failure was the more. disastrous and had 
a greater effect on prices beeause of being 
s0 widely distributed among the members of 
the board. The effect was felt not only 
in wheat and corn, where the major part of their 
deals were, but in oats and provisions, although 
the heavy selling movement in all these markets 
was influenced largely by the Spring-like weather. 

Wheat was demoralized by unfavorable foreign, 
as well as local, influences. The market opened 
irregularly, with some sales l¢c. higher than 
ponents * call, advanced another kc. to 
%c., then ruled steady, but, after a few 
sales, began to weaken, and declined 65!4c. 
from outside prices, the bears having things their 
ows way, and prices sometimes dropping % to 34 
cent, with very few transactions. The final close 
was 414 cents lower for March and April and 
4 cents for May than yesterday’s closing 
prices. Sales: $1 1644 and $1 2134, March; $1 1754 
and $1 22%, April; $1 2034 and $1 2534, May. On 
call there was a scene Of’great excitement. Blocks 
of aquarter of a million were sold at one time 
and there were few salesof less tnan 10,000-bushel 
lots. The recorders were unable to take down 
the sales as fast as made, and the fines imposed for 
an improper display of arxiety on the part of bid- 
ders amounted to a fair day’s commissions.

The 
uncertainty as to the amount involved arises 
from lack of information about the price 
at which the deals were closed out. Kenyon & 
Co. and their friends have been persistent ‘* bulls” 
on the market. They failed once beforea few 
years ago, E. W. Fisher, a dealer in oats, has also 
suspended. His liabilities are probably from $15,- 
000 to $20,000. 
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GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 


NEW- YORK AND NEW-ENGLAND sTOCK— 
MEETINGS OF STOCKHOLDERS. 

3o0ston, Feb. 15.—The Transcript, in its 
financial article to-day, has the following: ‘ The 
question of a sale of the New-York and New-Eng- 
land Railroad Company’s stock held by the State 
will shortly come before the Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts. The measure to be proposed will author- 
ize a second mortgage of $5,000,000 6 per cent. 
bonds, running 20 years, to be issued for double- 
tracking the road and furnishing rolling stock and 
improvements, and also to purchase at 50 the 
$3,000,000 of capital stock held by the State. The 
$10,000,000 first mortgage bonds have all been 
issued and the money expended, and the road is 
now opened to the Hudson River. The State will 
now be offered 8 per cent. upon its invest- 
ment, which income can, it is supposed, 
be placed to help out the Trov and 
Greenfield sinking fund. The reason of the ad- 
vance in New-York and New-England and Hart- 
ford and Erie bonds to 88 last Spring lay in the pro- 
posed lease ot the road tothe Erie Railroad Com- 
pany upon a graduated guarantee of 3, 5, and 6 per 
eent. upon New-York and New-England stock. 
President Jewett and Vice-President Blanchard, of 
the Erie Railroad, were favorably disposed toward 
it, and it might have been consummated had not 
the railroad war forced the trunk lines to husband 
their resources. The late advance to 80 upon the 
xdvent of Gould, Sage, Dillon, and Field into the 
directory was due to the proposal to build a New- 
York and New-England extension from Danbury 
into New-York City by way of the elevated rail- 
road tracks. The New-York parties agreed to fur- 
nish seven-tenths of the money for this extension, 
but for the present the New-York project is aban- 
doned. These, then, are the causes of the two 
great and mysterious advances in New-York and 
New-Engiand securities.”

THE LOSS OF THE BAHAMA 


A QUEBEO STHAMER WRECKED IN 
MIDOCEAN AND LEFT TO SINE. 


TWENTY MEN SUPPOSED TO HAVE PERISHED 
AT SEA—RESCUE OF THIRTEEN OF THE 
CREW AND PASSENGERS—SUFFERINGS 


OF THB SURVIVORS IN AN OPEN BOAT. 


The British steam-ship Glenmorag, Capt. 
Dawson, which arrived from Calcutta yesterday, 
bad on board 11 members of the crew and 2 pas- 
sengers belonging to the steam-ship Bahama, of 
Quebec, which was lost on Friday last in latitude 
82° 30’ north and longitude 72° 15’ west. Capt. Ast- 
wood, 2 second class passengers, and 17 mem- 
bers of the erew have probably been lost. 
The Bahama left St. Jobn, Porto Rico, for this port 
on Feb. 4, at 6o’clock P.M. All went well until 
the evening of the 9th, when the barometer 
fell, and a heavy storm burst on the steamer at 


midnight. At 2 o'clock next morning a ‘terrific 
squall, with thunder and lightning, was en- 


countered and sail was shortened. A heavy cross- 
sea was running and great quantities of water 
were shipped. At3 A.M. the head-sails were set 
in order to tring the vessel around. A large sea 
rolled up from starboard at this time and 


broke over the vessel, throwing her on her 
beamends, The starboard bulwarks wero 


swept away, and the two life-boats on 
that side were carried away. Water poured 
down into the engine-rooms, putting out the fires, 
and Capt. Astwood found that the vessel was 
unmanageable. She did not seem able to keep 
above water much longer, so he informed the pas- 
sengers that he was about to abandon the Bahama. 
At4o’clock the Captain ordered the two remain- 
ing life-boats on the port side to be lowered, 
A white man, who was a second cabin passenger, 
was seen returning to his state-room on the star- 
board side in order to save some property which 
he had left there. This man was washed over- 
board and drowned. The Captain with another 
second class passenger and 15 members of the crew 
got into one boat, and the first and second officers 
with two cabin passengers and nine men manned 
the other, which, although metallic and in two 
compartments, was but 16 feet in length. The 
Captain gave his ehief officera compass and told 
him that Bermuda was 315 miles to the east- 
ward. He also gave him the number of miles 
and the course to steer in order to reach 
Savannah. The Captain was cool and collected as 
he gave his officers these directions. There wasa 
quantity of bread and water in each of the boats, 
Three members of the crew had refused to risk 
their lives in the overcrowded boats. They said 
that they would stay on board and run the chances 
of being picked up by some passing vessel. These 
were the second cook, the pawtryman, and Paul 
Matrian, who was regarded as iie best seaman in 
the crew. 

The two boats pushed off from the wreck and 
were tossed about like chips by the waves, whieh 
rose fully 60 feet in height. Scarcely five minutes 
afterward the occupants of the metallic boat saw 
the Captain’s boat swamped by a great sea. A 
man supposed to be Thomas George, a fireman 
was seen struggling back to the wreck. He reached 
the shrouds, but no one knew whether he 
ever got on board. Charles Smith, a sea- 
man, also swam toward the wreck jand 
was hoisted on board by the three men who 
had refused to give up the ship. Capt. 
Astwood and the other occupants of the boat all 
coir tgat when it was swamped. The other boat 
<ept afloat, although the water frequently poured 
over the gunwales. The men were kept busy 
baling her out, but they occasionally found time to 
handle the oars. Mr. Ross, the second mate, had 
once belonged to a life-saving station, and his ad- 
vice proved of great service in keeping the boat 
from swamping. The wreck was soon out of sight, 
and at 5 o'clock a bark was sighted, but did not 
come within hailing distance. She was, apparently, 
headed toward the wreck, but it is hardly probable 
that she rescued the men who had remained on 
board. The officers and the two passengers be- 
lieved, by the time daylight came the Bahama 
must have gone dows. Owing to the crowded 
condition of the boat, it narrowly escaped 
being swamped several times. The salt water 
spoiled the fresh and soaked the bread so that it 
was not fit to eat. A small sail was set, but the 
oars were still used when the men were not 
baling out the boat. At 12:30 a full-rigged 
ship bound north was sighted. She seemed to be 
steering toward the boat, but at 3 o'clock the latter 
was at least two miles to leeward of the ship. The 
shipwrecked men waved their hats and shouted, 
und at 8:30 they saw the mainyards of the ship 
backed. The second officer of the latter had ob- 
served the boat, and the vessel was hove to. There 
was a pull of two miles before the boat could reach 
the ship, but the men bent to their oars witha 
will and made their way in the teeth of the 
wind and the sea. They were almost exhausted 
when the ship was reached, and she proved to be 
the Glenmorag. The survivors received every kind- 
ness on board this vessel. They say that but for 
the able handling of the boat by Mr. Ross, the old 
life-saving man, it would certainly have been 
swamped and its occupants drowned. 

Following is a list of those who were lost with 
the Bahama: Capt. E. F, Astwood, James Sutton, 

urser; Peter Hyghton, chief engineer; Robert 
foster, fireman; George Foster, oiler; Thomas 
George, Patrick McCarthy, John Chepler, and 
John Mallins, firemen; a Swede whose name is 
unknown; Charlies Smith, William O’Brien, Paul 
Matarin, James Ferrel, and John Peterson, sea- 
men; J. Biskner, porter; H. Dube, pantryman, and 
Felix , second cook; aseeond class passenger, 
who was a native of Ponce, Porto Rico, and 
another second class passenger belonging at Ot- 
tawa, Canada, Capt. Astwood was an experienced 
navigator and was highly esteemed by the 
Quebec Steam-ship Company. He came from 
Quebec, as did the purser and nearly all of the 
members of the crew who were lost. The second 
class passenger from Ponce was on his way to this 
City to buy goods, The Canadian was the one who 
Was swept overboard while trying to reach his 
state-room for the purpose of saving his property. 
The list of the saved includes John 8. Scott, of 
this City, an agent of the Quebeo Steam- 
ship Company, and H. J. Fear, of _ Sa- 
vVannah, cabin passengers; Robert Williams, 
ehief officer; Kobert Ross, second officer; 
Alfred Deprie, third engineer; Zeber Sanson, sec- 
ond engineer; Emelie Frank, fireman: George 
Thutrault, Jonn Olson, and James W. Malloy, sea- 
men; Edward Larrois, waiter; Donat Tramplay, 
cook, and Hubert Frumble, messman. The cargo 
eonsisted of molasses, sugar, coffee, bay rum, &c., 
valued at about $100,000. Several bags of mail 
matter were lost, and some $6,000in gold and silver 
was in the purser’s room, The Bahama was built 
ut Stockton, England, in 1861. She was originally 
called the Bermuda, but her name was afterward 
changed to the General Meade, and again by the 
Quebec Steam-ship Company to the Bahama, 
Outerbridge & Co. are her agents. They are un- 
certain about her value, and say that her insurance 
was attended to at the Quebec office of the com- 
pany. She was built of iron, and was 214 feetlong, 
80 feet across her beam, and i9 feet deep. She 
sailed under the British flag. 

The steam-ship Jan Breydel, Capt. Merkle, 
which arrived from Antwerp yesterday, had a 
stormy passage of 154¢ days, and heavy westerly 
gales, with head-seas, were encountered the greater 
portion of the time. One of the life-boats was 
stove in, the steam pipes burst, and everythiag 
movable was swept from the decks by heavy seas. 
The Anchoria, of the Anchor Line, which arrived 
yesterdayi from Glasgow, sailed on the 42d inst. 
and called at Moville on the following dav. Sey- 
eral severe storms were encountered during the 
voyage. On Monday last during, a violent gale, a 
heavy sea was shipped, which carried away one of 
the life-boats. When the Anchoria reached her 
flock yesterday the smokestack was white with 
ialt which had been deposited by the spray. The 
Catalonia, of the Cunard Line, from Liverpool, 
met with a series of severe head-gales,which great- 
‘y delayed her. Hersupply of coal ran out, and 
the was obliged to put into Halifax in order to re- 
plenisn her bunkers. 

The steam-ship Knickerbocker. which left Vera 
Cruz on the 8d inst. and arrived in this port yes- 
terday, reports that on the 4thinst., about 25 miles 
west of Frontera, she passed a square-rigged ves- 
zel of 200 tons drifting bottom upward. The wreck 
fiid not appear to have been long in that condition, 
as the metal on the bottom looked to be new.

THE NEW SOUTH WALES PREMIER. 


—— 


SIR HENRY PARKES MAKE£S AN ADDRESS BE- 


FORE THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 
Thirty-six gentlemen were attracted yester- 
day afternoon to the hall of the Chamber of Com- 
meree to hear |Sir Henry Parkes talk about New 
South Wales. Among these gentlemen were Wil- 
Ham E. Dodge, A. 8S. Barnes, Collector Robertson, 


George W. Lane, Benjamin H. Field, William H. 
Fogg, Ferdinand Lawrence, Clinton B. Fisk, 
William H. Webb, William D. Morgan, 
James P. Wallace, Thomas Barbour, James 
Lynch, Ambrose Snow, and F. A. Conkling. It was 


about 1 o’clock when Sir Henry Parkes arrived at 


the chamber in company with Mr. Cyrus W. Field, 
He wasted little time, and bowing acknowledgment 
of a compliment pele him in an introduction by 
President Babcock, the venerable Prime Minister 
of New-Southn Wales was soon in the depths of an 
interesting address. Sir Henry settled in Australia 
in 1839, and he sketched with some minuteness the 
great progess made by the colony of New 
South Wales in the 42 years that have 
since elapsed. He described his country as rich, 
fertile, and progressive; he told of the country’s 
commerce, its mining interests, its sugar planta- 
tions, its fine wheat lands and unrivaled pastures. 
He dwelt at length upon the subject of stock-rais- 
ing, and declared that the extent to which this 
business is carried on in New South Wales would, 
if fully comprehended, astonish the rest of the 
world. One personal friend of the Prime Minister 
is the owner of 800,000 head of horned cattle and 
1,250,000 sheep. This gentleman, said the speaker, 
is the largest owner of stock upon the face of the 
globe. Upon,the subject of railways and railway 
management Sir Henry said some things 
which must have made his friend Mr. 
Cyrus W. Field glad that the methods 
and laws of the United States are not patterned 
after those of New South Wales. Capitalists are 
not ata premium in New South Wales, When a 
new railroad is to de built the Government builds 
it; when it is to be operated the Government op- 
erates it. The colony has built 849 miles of rail- 
road and 456 additional miles are in course of con- 
struction. Disavowing all desire of making any 
statement which would give reason for contro- 
versy, the speaker adverted to the fact that in his 
country no duty is ever levied in the interest of 
proteetion. There is notariff constructed upon a 
scientific basis, Duties, however, are laid upon 
some articles, anda claim to absolute free trade 
cannot be made. But for the most part the ports 
of New South Wales are thrown open to all the 
the world. The neighboring colony of Victoria, 
hoping to build up home manufactures, has estab- 
lished a tariff in the interest of those manufac- 
tures. Victoria is to-day not as prosperous as New 
South Wales, and the latter hopes soon to outreach 
her in population, toward which result rapid ad- 
vances are being made, 

Sir Henry, reviewing the present prosperity of 
his country, referred to the fact that the time wa 
when it ranked as a * Crown” colony, and in every- 
thing was subservient to the dictates of the impe- 
rial Goyernment of Great Britain. ‘“ Yes,’’ he con- 
tinued, “and the time was, too, when we were a 
penal colony. Something happened in America a 
hundred years ago which led England quickly tothe 
conclusion that she would have to look elsewhere 
than to these shores for the landing of her criminals, 
You bad been: pleased to declare your independ- 
ence, and the rulers of Great Britain, forced to 
seek new fields, began to impose her convicts upon 
us. Wesuffered long. Fora long time memorials 
for relief and for self-government fell unheeded 
upon the ears of the English rulers, but in 1856 we 
became really a free people, and a new Constitu- 
tion was proclaimed in New South Wales. Our 
development, virtuaily, bas all come since that 
time. This Constitution makes us as free a peo- 
ple as are upon the globe. We hold absolute 
control over ourselves and over the dispensation 
of all the Governmental rule and patronage.” The 
speaker said that since his arrival in the United 
States he had been frequently asked whether the 
people of New South Wales do not entertain hopes 
of some day cutting wholly loose from the mother 
country. Americans, he said, held bitter recollec- 
tions of their former connection with Great Brit- 
ain. He could understand why they snould ask the 
questions which they do ask. They had suffered 
and submitted to much before the day of their in- 
dependence, But the times have changed, and in 
New South Wales to-day the people are so free 
and hold such prestige through their imperial con- 
nection that it would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to find 1 in 1,000 willing to cut the ties that bind 
the colony to the mother country. There was not 
a single reason to be urged in favor of separation. 
* But had we one-tenth the cause which the Ameri- 
can colonies had in 1776,” he averred, ‘‘the yoke 
would soon be thrown off, for you suffered real 
grievances and real oppression.”’ In closing Sir 
Henry expressed a fervent wish that bis visit to 
the United States would not be without its good 
results. He hoped that a fraternal feeling would 
be developed between this country and his country. 

Upon motion of Col. F. A. Conkling, a vote of 
thanks was extended to the distinguished speaker, 
and a copy of his address was requested for preser- 
vation in the archives of the Chamber. The majority 
of the gentlemen present were introduced person- 
ally to Sir Henry, and he remained some time in 
the chamber, engaged in pleasant conversation 
upon the topics of the day.

IMPATIENT DEPO&ITORS. 


CREDITORS OF THE THIRD-AVENUE SAVINGS 
BANK LOOKING FOR A DIVIDEND. 

The depositors of the old Third-Avenue Sav- 
ings Bank, after waiting more than five years and 
a half, are anxious to hear from the Receiver in re- 
lation to the second dividend which they were led 
to believe would be paid them. The bank closed 
Sept. 80, 1875, and the first and only dividend—viz., 
15 per eent.—was declared May 81, 1876. Since that 
time the 8,000 depositors have had no word from 
the Receiver, although that officer expressed the 
opinion at the time the 15 per cent. dividend was 
declared that the assets of the bank would enable 
him to pay about 25 cents onthe dollar. Most of 
the depositors are poor people, who have been in 
actual need of their money, and they cannot under- 


stand why so mueh time should be required in 
winding up the affairs of the insolvent institution. 
The failure of the Third-Avenue Bank was .a 
wretched and scandalous affair. The concern had 
really been in an unsound condition during the tive 
years = its suspension, and the officers 
were shown to have been guilty of the grossest 
mismanagement. Improper and disastrous invest- 
ments had eaten up hundreds of thousands 
of doilars of the bank’s funds, and from 
a thriving and sound institution it sank 
to a eondition where it could not pay 
a dividend. When the Trustees found that 
their bad management had caused a large defi- 
ciency they met and drew up a bond by which 
they individually became liable tothe amount of 
$100,000. The understanding was that if the bank 
did enough business in the following year to make 
good the deficiency the bond should be canceled; 
if not, the money was to be paid. This ** Trus- 
tees’ bond”’ was officially returned as an asset, and 
thereby the bank was enabled to pass the official 
examination. Business, however, continued bad, 
and when the bond fell due the Trustees repudiat- 
ed it on the greund that there had been no consid- 
eration realized for it. 

When the rotten concern closed its doors,,in the 
Fall of 1875, it owed its depositors about $1,400,000, 
in accounts ranging from $1 up to $5,000. The 
scheduled assets were nearly equalto the amount 
of the liabilities, but there was an extraordinary 
shrinkage when an attempt was made to convert 
the assets Into cash. The first application for the 
appointment of a Receiver was made, apparently 
in the interest of the Trustees, before Judge Os- 
borne, in the Supreme Court. William 8. Carman 
was appointed Receiver in October, 1875, but his 
appointment failed to give satisfaction to the de- 
positors. Meetings were held by the depositors, 
and a committee of 13 was appointed to look 
after their interests. Edward Mallon was Chair- 
man of this committee, and Algernon 8. Sullivan 
acted as their counsel. Application was made 
to the Supreme Court tor the removal of 
Mr. Carman and the appointment of an- 
other Receiver. No _ particular person Was 
named, but the committee asked that somebody 
should be appointed who had bad no previous con- 
nection with the affairs of the bank. Judge West- 
brook removed Mr. Carman and appoisted Samuel 
H. Hurd, and the last named gentleman has con- 
tinued in office up to the present time. After Mr. 
Hurd had made an examination of the affairs of 
the bank he stated to some of the depositors that 
he thought the assets would pay about 25 cents on 
the dollar. : 

A Timzs reporter called upon Receiver Hurd yes- 
terday to ascertain, if possible, the cause of the 
remarkable delay in closing up the bank’s af- 
fairs. Mr. Hurd said that when he took hold 
of the business of the insolvent concern 
its affairs were in a very bad condition, and 
he experienced a great deal of opposition and 
trouble in realizing upon the assets. The 
latter had been very much exaggerated by the of- 
ficers of the bank, and ineluded a large amount of 
worthless securities. Mr. Hurd said there wasa 

reat deal of poor real estate, many Tennessee and 
fouisiana State bonds, and considerable lease- 
bold property. As an instance of how the values 
of tne real estate had been overestimated, the Re- 
ceiver stated that he sold the bank building at 
Third-avenue and Twenty-sixth-street at auction 
for $55,000. It had been included in the assets at a 
valuation of $200,000, , 

“Have you had much litigation?” inquired the 
eporter.

Mr. Hurd said he could not give the amount of 
the Réceiver’s expenses, nor was he able to mako 
any estimate of what had been expended in litiga- 
tion. He vouchsafed the remark, however, that it 
cost money to go tolaw. When reminded of the 
extraordinary lapse of time sinse the first dividend 
was declared, the Receiver said the reason he had 
not been able to pay anything during the past five 
years anda half was owing bate to litigation 
and his inability to get the money. He had a claim 
of $25,000 and interest agaiust the citv of Elizabeth, 
N. J., which he sought to collect by attaching *‘sup- 
posable”? funds in the possession of the Farmers’ 
Loan and-Trust Company. The latter institution 
denied that they had any money belonging to the 
city of Elizabeth, and Receiver Hurd brought suit 
against the company in February, 1880, ‘The case 
was brought to trial before Judge Lawrenee, in 
the Supreme Court, July 1, 1880, and lasted, in its 
various stages, until the middle of last November. 
Both parties to the suit are now awaiting Judge 
Lawrence's decision. When asked what he wou!d 
do in caso Judge Lawrence should decide against 
him, Mr. Hurd intimated that he should take other 
steps to collect the money from the city of Eliza- 
beth. He considered that city good for the amount 
of his claim. The Receiver admitted he had re- 
ceived complaints from depositors, and, in some 
instances, had been severely taken to task for not 
having given them their money before this. He 
claimed that he was moving as fast as circum- 
stances would let him. 

From all appearances the long-suffering deposi- 
tors are not likely to obtain any money for some 
time to come, as there {s doubt about the Receiv- 
er’s ability to collect some of the judgments he has 


obtained..

The German Hospital and Dispensary Asso- 
ciation held its annual meeting last evening at 
Liederkranz Hall.

A _ special 
collection had been taken up to redeem the mort- 
gage on the dispensary building, and this had 
netted $27,000. The total income from all sources 
during the past year, including the balance on 
hand at the beginning of the year, was $68,667 62, 
and the expenses for the same period were $61, 
028 05.

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KILLED BY RAT POISON.

THE MYSTERY SURROUNDING THE DEATH OF 
MRS, MILLIE PEER, 


Mrs. Millie Peer died yesterday morning in 
her home in the Norfolk Apartment-house, Broad- 
way and Thirtieth-street, from the effects of rat 
poison, which it is believed wus not taken with a 


suicidal intent, although possibly not by mistake, 
From the physician who attended Mrs, Peer, 
and some of the latter's boarders, a 
Times reporter learned yesterday that the 
poison was taken late on Tuesday afternoon. 
She had been greatly annoyed by rats and 
mice, and had tried various articles to get rid of 
them, On Tuesday afternoon she brought home a 
smal! box of some kind of stuff for killing rats, and 
mixed it with molasses, intending to spread it on 
bread and leave it where the rats would eat it. 
While she was mixing the stuff in a saucer her 
servant said to her, * Don’t come near me with 
that poison.” ‘** Pshaw!’’ exclaimed Mrs. Peer, 
‘this won’t hart anybody, and she showed the 
servant a label on the box which declared that the 
contents were not poisonous to human beings, but 
would destroy rats and othervermin, The servant 
is positive that the box was so labeled. Mrs. 
Peer rented a portion of her flat to four 
gentlemen, who boarded with her. About 6 
o’clock on Tuesday evening she was chatting 
with Mr. W. J. Hardy, one of her boarders, who 
bad just returned fromthe South. Suddenly she 
said to him: “I’m afraid my breath must be ver 
offensive. I have taken some of that rat extermi- 
nator.” A few minutes later she complained of 
pain in her stomach, and at Mr. Hardy’s suggestion 
took an emetic, which seemed to relieve her some- 
what. Then the pain returned, and another emetic 
was taken, with apparently good effect. None of 
the boarders thought the matter anything serious, 
and Mrs, Peel herself seemed to think her pain was 
nothing more than an ordinary stomachache, 
Later in the evening, however, she was seized with 
violent retching, and Mr. Hardy, hoping to save 
her a night of- suffering, visited Dr. A. J. 
Hills, of No. 39 West Thirty-sixth-street, and ob- 
tained a prescription for Mrs,’ Peer. This was given 
to her after midnight, but she grew no better, and 
finally, as a measure of precaution, Dr. Hills was 
sent for. He reached the house at 2 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and after examination declared 
that Mrs. Peer was suffering from the effects of 
something containing phosphorus. He asked for 
the box of rat poison, and Mrs. Peer said that she 
did not know where it was. The doctor did not 
fear a fatal result until a few minutes before her 
death, and as she was suffering great pain she was 
not questioned fully as to how she had taken the 
poison. About 5 o’clock in the morning Mrs. Peer 
suddenly exclaimed that she could see nothing, and 
the doctor found that she could not even distin- 
guish the light in the room. He said at once that 
she was dying, and then he and Mr. Hardy tried to 
find out what they could from the sufferer. She 
was then too weak to talk, and in a few minutes 
she was dead. 

So far as her friends know Mrs, Peer had no rel- 
atives in this City. She was born in England, and 
lived for a longtime in Canada, where her rela- 
tives are supposed to be. Her husband aied sey- 
eral years ago. Between two and three years ago 
she came here from Canada, and rented the apart- 
ments in which she died. She supported herself 
by taking boarders. After Mrs. Peer’s death Mr. 
Hardy recalled the name of a friend he had 
heard her sveak of as living in Niagara Falls. 
He telegraphed to this gentleman, and 
in the afternoon received a reply, saying 
that Mrs. Peer’s father—whose name is thought to 
be Taylor—would be in this City to-day. Mrs. Peer’s 
boarders and neighbors, and Dr. Hills, who attend- 
ed her, are emphatic in expressing their belief that 
she did not commit suicide. Dr. Hills says she 
pleaded not to be allowed to die, and her friends 
say she had no troubles to cause her to wish to be 
rid of life. Under the circumstanees, however, the 
physictan did not feel at liberty to give a certificate 
as to the cause of death, and Coroner Brady will 
make an investigation, Dr. Hills secured some of 
the rat poison mixed with molasses, and the stuff 
will be analyzed. The box with the false label had 
not been found last evening,

AiD FOR MIDLOTHIAN SUFFERERS. 
RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 15.—The committee 
appointed to solicit outside subscriptions for the 
relief of the survivors of the victims of the recent 
explosion in the Grove shaft of the Midlothian 
Mines have issued the following circular: 


**An awful explosion oceurred in the Midlothian 
Coal Mines, about 20 miles south-west of this city, 
on the 3d inst. Thirty-two men were in the mine, 
all of whom were killed, leaving 26 widows and 109 
orphans, all of whom were supported by the labor 
of the bread-winner and are dependent on charity. 
The people living inthe mining district, who are 
mostly in moderate circumstances, contributed 
freely to the extent of their ability to re- 
lieve the immediate pressing wants of the 
sufferers. A public meeting was held in 
this city, and the citizens have done well. 
Contributions have been numerous, but not large 
in the aggregate, considering that these poor suf- 
ferers have in a moment, by a dreadful visitation 
of Providence, become claimants on the sympathy 
and charity of all just and humane persons. The 
money eontributed will be distributed in such 
manner as will relieve their present wants 
and gradually enable the survivors to take 
care of themselves, This committee was 
specially appointed to apply to friends 
beyond the State to contribute tothe cause. The 
bare report of this calamity wiil be enough to 
move the hearts of those who know what a dread- 
ful thing ina mining district a mine explosion is. 
We appeal to the humane everywhere to assist us 
in taking care of these poor women and children 
thrown suddenly on our charity. Contributions 
may be sent to the Merchants’ National Bank, 
tichmond, Va., and will be acknowledged through 
the daily papers and by mail direct.”
